ſalem from above, the pillar and upholder of truth, his vine, 
his Church, his Body, bis Spouſe, and ſuch like : com- 
pared to a Builder, that digged deep, and laid his 
foundation on the Rock, whoſe work endured the 
day to come, and pave glory to the worker: to a 
Graine of Muſtard-ſeede, whoſe great increaſe for his 
little body, is marvellous compared with other 
hearbs 3 to Leaven, which ſeafoneth the whole 
wherein it is hid 3 to a Pearle of price, for which the 
Jeweller adventureth by Sea, by Land, by fire, by 
water to atraine 3 toa Field wherem lyerh hidden a 
treaſure of ſuch qualiry,that the poſſeſſorſelleth all he 
hath, to make a purchaſe thereof : roa Seede, prof- 
pering from Blade to ſtalk, from ſtalk to head, the 
Lord of the ground neither fleeping nor waking 
knowing how: And this is the generation. of them 
that ſeek him, the portion and Kingdome whereof it 
is written, But few are choſen. And of this company 
and no other, ſpeaketh the Scriptnre, which faith :

Eſt, dwe!leth not in Temples made with hands.,. as 
teftifiech the Propher. Heaven is my ſeat, and earth is 
my foot-ſtoole, what place of tet will yee bujid unto me 
( faith the Lord ) 0 houſe of Iſrael ? Theſe things had 
yee underſtood, then had yee beene wiſe ard learned 
Scribes, and |:ke unto the hotſholder, which bring- 
eth forth of his ſtore and proviſion, as time and oc» 
caſion ſerverh, old and new. 

And this is ſhe which erreth nor, difſenteth nor, 
for all her Children are endved with a tongue and ta- 
ſter of rroth : all are prepared with one 2nd ſelte- 
ſame water : all are purged by one and felf-iame fire : 
all are Servanrs to one and felf ſame Lord, who by 
the ſw-et and accepred Sacrifice of his owne body 
hach ſanRified, and made them of ſinners. Sonnes of 
God, as it is written : He that ſandifieth, and they

And this is ſhee which prepareth her ſclfe for rhe 
Wedding, arrayed in a wh'te and jighreons garment, 
which her Lord the Bride groome giveth her with 
Lamp warching nighr ard day, waireth and attend- 
eh his comming, whole modeft countenance, whoſe 
chaſt and comely fteps, wa!k in our ſtreers, and the 
world regardeth nor 3 for her name is hidden, writ- 
cen in the hearc, nor in the <kinne, and the light of 
her beaury is in the ſpirit within, nor in the letrec 
without, whoſe praiſc is not of n.en, bur of God.

And yet'thou ſayeſt, let me ſee her : behold, he that 
wiireth teſtifieth before the Throne of God and al} 
his holy Angels, that he knowerth not any one this 
day atter the fleſh, chat raketh part with him : whar 
then, ſha!l I ſay I am left alone ? Gecd forbid ; for 1 
ſee and heare with th'ears and eyes of my ſoule, the 
groans, the chains and tears Of ſeven thouſand, w hoſe 
obedience is greater then mine, and of which num- 
ber I am the leaſt, and as a poore, and miſerable, and 
borne cut of time, am not woithy ro be one of 
them. 

And this is ſhe who once ( Balaam ) walk: in thy 
ſtreets, and all th' earth was filled with her beauty, 
untill thy Father lifred up his ſawcie head, purſuing 
her blood and generation : for there is enmity be- 
tweene him andher, her ſeed and his ſor ever, but 
ſhe laid her Babe before the Throne of God, whoſe 
eye defended it from all his teeth and fury. And in 
thoſe dayes, her Lord the Bridegroome gave her two 
wings, whoſe Feathers were made of the word of 
truth, and ſhe flew into the Wilderneſlc, where ſhe 
had a reſt provided from the face and feare of her e- 
nemy, a time, and times, and halfe a time 3 and rhere 
Þ remaineth ſhee, her hovre, her day, her moneth, and 
her yeare, eating no other thing then that which God 
giveth her. And thy Father fell heavy, exceeding 
wroth thereat: and fat him downe by the Sea fide, 
| in aThrone newly creed to th'honour of his name, 
| moyrning and pining, that the woman with her Boy 

had ſcap'r his hands ſo. And calling his powers and 

counſc]] about him, deviſing, found out a- way t'ap- 
| peaſe his wrath, namely to be reveng'd but on the 
| remnant of her ſzed which ſhee letr behind : and 
while he fat in Confiſtory, ſeeking beſt means: r'ac- 
[ compliſh his purpoſe, thow lifredſt up rhy Noſe out 
| of the many waters, and preſently his dump was tur- 
n'd to a dance, thy heads and hornes were lo like his 
| owne, 
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owne, that he rejoyced wholly to fee thy unhappy 
day, and having nothing greater to ſhew his love,par- 
red with thee his Kingdomes, and glosy thereof, 
planted thee in his old and ancient Throne, where 
once his name was honoured,and gave into thy hand 
his great power, and chiefcft of his hoaſt, Wonders, 
Lyes, Murder, and bad thee warre and have no feare, 
for it was appointed, the third borne aniong the 
Sons of men, ſhou'd be ſubdued unto thee. And ir 
pleaſed the Lamb to give thee leave among the reſt, 
to bid batrel to the feed ard remainder of his hand- 
maid, and to give vp their blood tothe pleaſure of 
thy Swords, during the thouſand rwo hundred and 
ſixty, the dayes of relegation : but when thoſe two 
and ferry moneths ſhall be expir'd , thou ſhalt Jay 
downe thy proud waves, and he that is higheſt, ſha}l 
ſet thee alive in judgement, and the earth ſhall ac- 
cuſe thee of deceit, the Heavens of blaſphemy, and 
thou ſhalr be divided, and cut ont in pieces, for thou 
haſt troubled the meek, and him that purſoed peace, 

haſt loved lyers, deſtroyed the tive and froirfull 
branch, and overthrowne the wal's of fuch as mour- 
n'd, and did thee no haime. And in that day, thy 
Crownes ſhall be turn'd tcf baldnetſe,thy filke to na- 
kedneſſe, thy ſweet and pleaſing voices ro houling, 
thy lights ro darknefle, and the blocd cf his ſervants 

ſhall he weigh before thee, ard valve irunto thee, 

and thy parrs ſhall burne until thoo pay the price 

thereof. And that judgement may even now be- 

gin to rake hold of thy bones, ic ſhall be ſhewed thee 

this day, what manner of men they are, which heare, 
and doe the Commandements of Gcd, their bredrh, 

their length, their heigth, their depth, their name 

and their countenance; ſhall be laid before thee, and 

thou, thy Prophets and Children, ſhall ſee,and won- 

der, and die. 

All are learned, all have knowledge,and the cove- 
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nant of death was written in our hearts, when wee 
were yet but render, lodged and ſleeping in the foins 
of Adam, wrapt us up in our ſins, and tranſgreſſions, 
like as the Spider in his toile the filly Flie,agaioſt the 
day of flaughter. Bur he that is higheſt, pirtying 
the world which he loved fo, in the riches of his be- 
nignity, deviſed a way, to ſer free againe the work of 
his hand, which law through fin had imbondaged to 
death, and made a teſtament of life and peace; in 
the blood and mediation of his Son,the price and re- 
demption of that which was loſt, and wrote inheri- 
tors of his mercifull Covenant, all and as many as be- 
leeved in the Mediator thereof. © And unto Adam; 
his loſt Child, gave it he, ſaying 3 The ſeede of the wo- 
man ſhall bruiſe the Serpents head, and ail the Children 
of Promiſe toqgke hold thereon, imbracing the ſeed 
which by the deach of death, delivered the ſinner: 
And unto Abraham his Servant renewed he his Co- 
venantsz Caſt me out Agar with her Sonne ( quorh - 
he ) for that whichis borne after fleſh is bond, and 
ſhall not inherite with the free. And remembring 
his mercy, promiſed in his time to vifite Sara, and to 
raiſe unto him a ſeed, which ſhonl!d te the joy of ma- 
ny Nations: and Abraham beleeved, and got a grave 
and honourable name above all his Brerhren, name- 
ly, to be the Father of all thoſe many Nations, that 
were to inherite the Covenant and Teſtament of 
premiſe. And by the hand. of Moſes his faithfull, 
calling Iſrael unto him in the Wildernefle, before 
the ſearfoull Mount, gave unto them the Covenant of 
captivity onee for all, written downe by the hand of 
his Angell, m two Tables of ſtove, commanding it to 
be ſetup in the eye of Iſrael, that they might ſce ard 
read their wounds and tranſgreſtions, which had fub- 
dued them to death, and calling to mind his Teſta- 
ment of mercy, wherein from beginning his ſoule de- 


lighted, promiſed by theme Moſes, to raiſe them 
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vpa Propher from among their Brethren, like unto 
him, an&cvery foule that wonld inherire his favour 
and Covenant of promiſe, ſhould heare him. And 
Moſes calling 1ſrael rogether,reſtified uno them rhar 
day, heaven and carth bearing witnefſe, he had ſer 
life anddeath, curſe and blefling, ro wit, the Cove- 
nants of works and faith, of Law and grace before 
them. But tracls heart was far, and underſtood 
not all theſe things, and ſeeking the inkerirance by 
the Law of works which had concluded them being 
yet unborne under curſe and reproofe, fell our, and 
loſt the way which led to the blefling and land of 
the Fathers coverſanted by promiſe ; but by David 
his Boy, whom his heart approved.calleth them back 
againe , &« TAdwwrTas TH Keedig ( faith hee ) 
':urol Is ix Hawgcay Ta; as pus, giving them to 
underſtand the rable of Sina, whereon they cthovghr 
to ſave themſelves ; juſtified ro their face, all their. 
doings were abominable, as it is wrirtcn : The Lord 
looked downe from heaven upon the Sons of men. to ſee if 
there were any that underſtood and ſought after God, But 
behold, they are all gone aſtray, all are become abominable, 
there is not one that doth good, no not one : There is not @ 
godly to be found on earth :- not a righteous amongſt the 
ſons of men, all lie in wait for blocd, and every man kunteth 
his neighbour as with a ne: : he that is beſt 1» but a bryer, 
and he that is moſFyighteous as a thorne. And ever and 
anon remembring his mercy, teſtified by rhe ſame 
David, that if they would artaine the Land and In- 
herirance promiſed the Fathers, they ſhould not of - 
fer him his beaſts or his birds to care, but unharden 
their hearts, and heare- his voyce that day, that then 
it ſhould come to paſſe, they ſhould enter into his re- 
poſe, and Canaan ſpirituall, into the which their Fa- 
thers could not for thxir unbelicfe. All the Pm- 
phers bearing witnefſe thereunto, that looke how 
high the heavens were diſtant from the earth, .ſo far 
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were his offerings diftering from'theirs : for all their // 
wayes and thoughts were ſpotred like to the garment 
of a Typer, tranſgrefſors of his fiery Covenant which 
he ſtrake with their Fathers in Aoreb, as it is written, 
And the teſtament which I gave them they kept not, and my 
ſoule deſpiſed them ( ſaith the Lord ) And ſtill and 
evermore remembring his mercy, commended unto 
them the day ro come, wherein he would ſtrike a 
new and an everlaſting Commandemenrt with the 
houſe of Iſrael, not like ro that he covenanted in.the 
Wildernefſe, which neither they nor their Fathers 
were able to beare, but his new Covenant ſhould be 
a Covenant of mercy and love, and flo man ſhould be 
able t*attaine it,” by rending his Garment, by Rams, 
or ſtreams of Oyle, but by rending his heait, by hea- 
ring and beleeving the redemprion which ſhould be 
ſer in Ston : for he had ſzid, and would not repent 
for ever, The juſt ſhall live by faith. But Iſrael was hard, 
and evermore in heart turned back into the Wilder- 
neſſe, chufing rather to be the Sons of Agar, inhabi- 
rants of Sina, which ingendereth to death, then chil- 
dren of promiſe, Citizens of Jeruſalem from above, 
which begerteth to life : refuſed his Law and Teſta- 
ment of grace, ſo often covenanted and commended 
unto them : which he norwithſtanding in fulneſſe 
of time performed unto Jacob, ſending downe out of 
his boſome the Mediator thereof, apparrelled in 
blood; mounted on his little hill in his ciry of peace, 
with promiſe, that every finner ſhonld be deliver'd 
from ſhame, thar putterh rruft in him. And when 
the time came, was found walking in the ſtreers of 
Feruſalem,his ſteps beautifull, as are the ſteps of God: 
the flames and Angells of heaven, aſcending and de- 
ſcending at his commandement 3 and ir was fulfil- 
ed which was ſpoken, In Fury is God knovwne, great 
is his name in Iſrael : and opening his mouth taught 
them, and marvellous gracious and true were the 
words which procceded from him : told _ 
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their Fathers were wonderiully indeed fed and cloa- 
thed in the Wildernefſe, ayd yer were dead, becauſe 
they were not fed nor cloauhed with him, who fee- 
deth and-arayeth to lite everlaſting : and the food 
and rayment which he gave, was his blood, and they 
that ace fed and apparrelled therewith are thoſe tha: 
beleeve in him : commanded them not to work as 
did their Fathers in the Wildernefſe, bur as did A- 
braham, whole Clvldren they pretended to beand 
were not, for he beleeved in him, being yer bur pro- 
miſed, whom they refuſed, now performed, and wit- 
neſſed plainly in cheir cares that day, there were no 
other works bu: theſe alone, thar led from the rod 
of :h*oppreſſor ro the Land of promiſe, ſaymg, This 
is to doe the work, and commandement of God, to believe in 
him whom God hath ſent. Which thing your Fathers 
the Phariſees denying to doe, evermore ſeeking 
( after their hard and brazgnmproger.irors) t'eſta- 
bliſh a righreouſnefſe and juſtice of cheir owne, to 
work the works and Commandements of God, ac- 
cording to their way and meaning, by doing, refu- 
ſing the juſtice appointed by God, to work his works 
and Commandements according. to his way & mea- 
ning, by belecving : ruſhed againſt the ſquare, appro- 
ved, precious ſtone which was ſet up in Sien, and 
were bruiſed and broken to death everlaſting, 

* And doeſt thou know ( Balaam ) what it is to be- 
leeve ia him whom God hath ſent ? We ſpeak the things 
we know,and teſtific what we have ſeen and learnt : 
That which is borne from below is fleſh,ſubdued nn- 
' to fin, imbondaged to death, and cannot ſee thiin- 
herirance and K'ngdome of God 3 wherefore it was 
requiſite a new birth to be eſtabliſhed, ſubduing the 
fleſh unto the ſpirit, delivering trom the power of 
fin, and breaking the chaines of death. Without 
; the which, vaine and impoſſible is the Commande- 
ment, to believe in him whom God hath ſent : as itis 
written, Vnleſe a man be begotten by water and by the holy 
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Ghft, he cannot enter into the Kingdome of God. 

So many Baaliſts heapt on anotier, at your cone 
piracy held ar Trent, againſt God, and his anointed, 
and knew not what it is to be bojne of water and of 
the holy Ghoſt ? have ve indeed fo phaned the cc- - 
tures of Gol, wrovght jn them a behefe, ye are ſuc* 
ceflors and diſpenſers m heavenly things, and under» 
ſtand nor earthly ? 

There was a man ſent from God, his name was 
John, your Faihers 1am out in troops to ſee him, a 
{trange ard ſour fellow,was rot lodg'd like a Prince, 
nor cloathed like a Courtier, neither wine nor water 
dranke he, no orher d:inke bur rears, and in his 
mouth'never entered bread. 

Murderers, how chanceth it, that-hanging vp his 
dead body in your Courts and Caves, drawing it 
through your ſtreers once a yeare at the leaſt, deny+ 
ing it the natvra'l courtefie of bariall, you have not 
conſidered that he was appointed from heayen, the 
Miniiter of the Baptiſme of water ? as of himſelfe he 
reſtifierh in a place, ſ.ying : He that ſent me to baptize 
with water ſaid unto me, on whom thou ſeeft the Spirit diſ- 
cen and tarry he it is that baptizeth with the holy Ghoſt, 
Doe yee know wherefore his Lord gave him that ho- 
nourable teſtmony ? namely, that he was more then 
a Propher, and rhat among all the ſons of women, 
there was none to be found his gre>rer ?” becauſe, 
who fo 15 not prepared by him, which was appointed 
the Miniſter of the baptiſme of water, ſhall never be 
purged by his Lord which comes after, who ſanRifi; 
eth with fire and with the holy Ghoſt : for this was 
the Angell, appointed to goe before the face of the 
great Dominaror, and teach the Chi'dren thar ſat in 
Prifon, in darknefſe, and ſhadow of death, thatif 
they won'd be Sons of the Fathers, Abraham, Iſaas, 
and Jacob, they ſhould prepare their hearts by water, 
as did the Fathers, Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob. =- 
there- 
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therefore his Lord in parable callerh him the Mouy- 
ner, wot ye why ? becauſe who ſo forroweth not with 
him) ſhall never rejoyce with the Bridegroome, ſhall 
never ſee the birth of the holy Ghoſt, the faith which 
beleeveth in him which God hath ſent. 

The poor woman which entred into the houſe of $i- 
men the Phariſee,where her Lordavas at mear,and fal- 
ling downwaſhed & kiſſed his feet,how commeth it to 
paſſe, (ye wiſe)that nayling up her dead body in your 
Groves and Temples to the view, ye have nor confi- 
dered her tears and her love, preaching and crying fo 
many hundred years, the birth of water of the holy 
Ghoſt ? bur yee ſay, when Elias commeth he ſhall 
reſtore all ! Murderers, and doe ye indeed lie in waic 
for another Elas ? behold the firſt came, and had 
not his God delivered him from your hands by won- 
der, ſending downe his Chariot and Horſemen of 
fice, ye had ſhine him with the reſt of his Prophets, 
for ye ſought his life alſo: and rhe ſecond came, a 
righteous and holy man, and behold, as innocent as 
ye pretend to be, his righteous blood ſhall be found 
1m your Courts, and his holy head m one of your veſ- 
ſells: and doe ye yer more attend a third E/zas, like 
ro your ſtiffe reprooved brethren, which walke ſtink- 
ing in yonr ſtreers ro day, gaping the comming of 
a ſecond Meffias ? wherefore thus faith the truth, 
there ſhall no Elias come : and he that reading, con- 
fidereth the dwelling,the fare,and rayment of the ſe. 
cond Ekas, how read and fwolne were his eyes with 
tears, how dry his lips with fighs, and doth not weep 
and wayle with him, if ſeven thouſand Mourners 
ſhwld riſe from the dead;they cannot make that man 
roſorrow. This was the wyce, who in the dayes of 
his fleſh, called uoco Ifrael from out of the Wilder- 
nefle, crying that if they wonld be ſonsand dangh- 
ters of God, they ſhould not look up unto their pa- 
rentage, boaſting their pedegree, fercht from the 
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loins of Abraham, but ſhould rake up the true and 
perfe& ſorrow tor their fin, and th'unſpeakable de- 
fire to be reconciled to God, as did his ſervant Abra« 
ham: that then the God of Abraham would turne to 
the Children, as he did unto the Fathers, wrice his 
Laws in their hearts, cover their oftences,and be un- 
ro them a God, and a Father, and they to him ſons 
and daughters: and every one which was to receive 
the light rhat followed,'in whoſe hand was the po- 
wer to make of a finner a Son unto God, hearkened 
ro the Mourner of Lirael, fate downe, and ſorrowed 
with him. 

And he that ſorrowed, ſorrowed indeed, his eye 
refuſed ſleep, his mouth denyed r'cate,loft and dead 
was his cheere, his mirch was rurn'd to ſadnefle, and 
if apy asked what ill he had 3 ſeight, and could not 
ſpeake, ſo great was his !orrow : and walking all a- 
lone, ſought for the night to cover him ; and ever 
as he went, wrote vp with tears, the day was not 
made for him, that is in ſorrow : and in the night as 
dark as *twas, his eye which now had cleane forgot- 
ten reſt, beheld as in a table painted outyhis wounds 
and rranſgreftions, and feare, and judgement : the 
Arrows of the Higheſt peirced him ſo, that he be- 
ſought the day to wake, for liclp and eaſe of forrow ; 
but when the day aroſe, the Sun diſcovered his fil- 
thinefſe, drew him forth naked before the light and 
Throne of God, laying truely to his charge,it was he 
that had polluted th'earth : and what pen may tell 


| his feare ? or who may conceive his ſorrow ? Like 


as the Hart chaſed with Hound, recovering in going 
downe of his ſtrength ſome little advantage, ſtand- 
eth, hearing the cry of them that trace his blood fo 
truely, feeling the ſtrength of his legs departed, look- 
eth abour for the water brook to recover his force 4 
new, and finding not, panteth and ſhurteth oft his 


fcarfull eye, ready to give vp the living mT”

holdeth-his-dilly-bones ragether'; ſo trembleih this 
guilty ſaule, and finding the pleaſure of his pleaſures 
departed like friends 10 adverſity, that knew 
im now. no more, would faine looke up to heaven, 
a5 to the water brooke, but darſt not, for he had fin- 
ned againſt it, and before him thar fitteth thereon, 
fell downe, and broken to water, waſhed with tears 
the day wherein he was borne, and charged it with 
cruelcy, rocall him out of his mothers womb, when 
there was no need of him. Alas, might not the Sun 
have gone his courſe ( quoth be ) tho I had never 
beene ? or had the Covenant of night and day 
+ been loſt, and if my mothers womb had been'my 
grave ( quoth he ? ) and (ecing his feare fo multipli- 
<£d, he might no longer live, wrote up with tears his 
luſt complaint,and laid it before rhe Throne of God, 
-confefſed he was nothing worth, beſeeched him to 
remember the Teſtament of his mercy, the delight 
and pleaſure of his ſoul, before the foundations of 
creatures were laid, in it, to pitty and call againe, 
the poore and loft-work of his hand, which ſin and 
filthinefſe had led away to death. 

And-this is he, that is poore, and bruiſed, that la- 
bourech and is heayy laden, fick, loſt, dead, and h- 
veth now no more : this is he that travelleth. like a 
woman, 'that labcureth , that weepeth while the 
world ſporteth, deviſing pleaſantly to paſſe the time 
away, . And this is he that is turned, begotten by 
water,:-prepared by the Mourner, and unto whom 
God hath .fworne by the honour of his name, Hee 

Murderers, ſtand forth, tell me, may ye ſet your 
penance by this mans repentance ? behold this man, 
ofa hill, is become a valley : of a flint, ſoft and ren- 
der as water : ofa prudent and wile, become a babe: 
and like unto the lictle one, which holding on his

and heavenly things, and ſhewed it to'habes': for & 
ven fo it pleaſerh him. , 
' Murderers, may youggenance yield fuch fruit a 
bringerh forth rhþs mK&$ repentance ? behold this 
man hath loſthis taſt, and relifh in fin fer ever, and 
in the wayes wherein his ſoule delighted once, and 
tooke his courſe with pleaſure, now grieveth, fea- 
reth, bewailech the day rhat ever he walkt there- 
m : what wilt thou minilter ro this man, to.recovet 
him to joy againe ? oyle? corne? wine? youth?

Pe- 
ter comming to Samariazto purge thoſe finners whom

- which Abraham beleeved, th'enemy at rhe terurne 
with his ſeven thouſand powers, had found hishouſe 
guarded by the ſtronger, the watchman of Iſrael had 


defended his gates, and kept his walls from ruine: 
bur it was not poſlible for him to be clenſed with 
Abraham, his heart not prepared with warer like unto | 
Abrahams, for his ſoule was found among the. ſtifte - 
uncircumciſed children > which would not regard 


their fellowes, crying : Wee have mourned, and ye have 
not ſorrowed. But 1 will leave thy penance , thy be- 
liefe,with all and every point of thy Do&rine,rto him 
that commeth after, behold, a voyce ſhall riſe againſt 
thee, diſcover thy blaſphemies contained in thy con- 
ſpiracy held at Trent , againſt the holy one of Iſrael, 
and Jacob his choſen,and ſtrike thee ſo, with the two 
witneſſes of God, our of whoſe mouth comes fire to 
deſtroy the gaineſayer, that all thy Magicians, all thy 
falſe reformed Prophets, ſhall nor be able ro recover 
thee to life againe: and returne unto the man who 
once laboured and was loſt, but now refreſhed and is 
found againe, whoſe warre and woes are tirned to 
ſuch a peace and joy , as the world can neither give, 
nor take away from him:and let ns make reſearch in- 
to his life, beholding how he worketh : he that is 
_ will marke his ſteps, and follow where he go- 
eth. 

Like as the good and fruitfull Tree, planted by 
the river fide, bringeth forth her fruir-in time and 
due ſeaſon : ſo fruicfull now is this branch become, 
and after the two noble parts of his faith, ſpreaderh 
out his root to moiſtneſſe, and bringeth forth,a dou- 
ble fruit, Th'afſurance of mercy and a *

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ou | his ſinne, worketh in him ſuch a (rue and perfe& ha+ 
1is. | rred of finne, as'ho'man'knowerh bur he that is bap+ 
ad | rized in'Silo with him : and this hatred dwelleth not 
iis | idle;/hidden up, and'ſleeping in him , but as a'Cirie 
th. I builr upon a hill, ſhewerh his baftions and beauty to 
he {| the paſſers by : ſo'breaketh forth rhis fire within him) 
ſe | making knowne to all'his members, the power and 
& I ſtrength thereof : retiring them from rHeir old and 
wonred:wayes, remembring unto him, with what a 
precious bath andprice he is wafht and: bought from 
*uncltare and vaine converfation'wherein'once he 
walked, now and'ever after to' be holy, as he is holy 
that hath choſen hin. What founraines may yeeld 
water enough to bewaile the ftate of this man ?' for 
in his members he findeth a law, bidding and com-

ſures paſt, maintaining to be bold to returne againe , 
caſting before him day and vight the vomir, which 
; now his foule hath-caft up, and bleedeth ro ſee or to 

remember more : and in his ſpirit findeth another 
| law, remembring unto him the day of- his trouble, 
when feare and judgement led him chained to death, 
and how he followed weeping. and had nothing to 
fay for himſclfe : how then and in that Cay, he pitry- 
ed and delivered him , with charge to remember, 
with what a great and precious charge he was redee- 
med and recovered againe, commanding him there- 
fore not to dare to look backe , or grieve the ſeed of 
God, the holy one, chat hath done all theſe things 
for him. Ah poore and miſerable foule, who ſhall de- 
liver him from his body of finne ? for to the law of 
his ſpiric conſenteth he, loveth and faine would doc 
thereafter, but cannot, for he dwelleth in a houſe of 


rebellion,nor contented alone ro purſee him by day, 


as it is written : All the day long am I praniſhed, and cha- 
ſtiſed every morning, bur while the night lenderh the 
little eaſe unto his heavie eye, his members watch to 


ſinne, 


manding unrighteouſneſſe,intifing to regard his plea- 
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finne. Like righteous Lot in Sodome, ſo dwelleth he 
cloſed in a Cirie , whoſe bniidings are tranſgreſſions, 
whoſe ſtreets are wayes of eiror,whole bulwarkes are 
the ſtrength of death, whoſe gates doe leade to hell: 
dying daily, tormented daily, crying daily, to be de- 
livered from finne, or from the body thereof, and in 
a great and ſtrong patience, though now of all crea- 
rures moſt miſerable, ſcorned of Angels, difdained of 
men, hated of the world, purſued of his owne , un- 
ſpeakeably endureth all : hoping with a hope, which 
cannot be confounded, for the revelation of his life, 
laid up in the boſom of his Lord and Redeemer, then 
and in that houre to be declared and given him, 
when he ſhall come to judge rhe world with arigh- 
reous judgement : rendring 4o every man juſt and 
truly, according to the wayes where his heart hath 
walked. And this is the death to finne, the great at- 
fliction, happy man that hath his part therein, for he 


| ſhall ſee the day wherein he ſhall hunger no more, 


nor thirſt any more, wherein the Sunne ſhall nor 
burne him by day , nor fire by night any more: for 
the Lambe that loveth him,ſhall feed and cover him 
and lead him to the fountaines of water of life, and 
ſatisfic him, and deliver his eye from teares, and he 
ſhall weepe no more. 

Th'other branch of his faith, namely th'afſu- 
rance that God loveth him, worketh in him of the 
contrary part, ſuch a love of God, and cf his Lord 
and Redeemer, as no man knoweth bur he rhat hath 
it: and this hidden and ſecret name,reſteth not idle, 
covered or lleeping in him 3 bur as a Sacrifice falt- 
<d, doth prove it ſ[elfe ſeaſoned ro the mouth of the 
taſter :* ſo breaketh forth this hidden light, and 
ſheweth her beams unto the Worlds end : accord- 
ing to the Commandement : He that loveth God, bo- 
veth his brother alſo : nor him alone, with whom he 
prayeth, weepeth, rejoyceth daily, which love is

commended unto him by the names of gaadeagic 
and Ws &mafiaes but now loveth he every man as 

his brother, knowledging every man hjs neighbour 

on whom he may have mercy, every man his brother 

whom he may love: which love is commended unto 

him by the names of e'yz7n and is Tabras, and 
called in Scripture, the love of God. Becauſe it is nor 

learnt of fleſh, nor after the will of fleſh, but of 
God, and by his example : who being fellowed in 

glory with the higheſt,diſrobed himſelfe of his beau- 
ry,came downe into the iy was found amongſt 

us, in weakneſle, in fleſh and ſhape of a ſervant, obe+. 
dient to death, ever to the death of the Tree, for the 
Redemption of thoſe, that were his fworne enemies. 
And this is the Love, which the World can neither 
give nor receive, the Love which forbeareth and is 
gentle, void of envy, vanteth not, whoſe connte- 
nance is humbled, whoſe ſteps are modeſt, alway 
ſeeking good to others, not giving place to anger, 
never found deviſing or joying in evill, but alway 
rezoycing in the company of truth : beareth all 
things, beleeveth all things, hopeth all things, en- 
dureth all things, And this is the perfection, the 
new Commandement, the Garment dipt inthe pre- 
cious price, whoſe ofren praiſe, ſhineth in the two 
Lamps which burne before rhe Throne of God, and 
no man can ſee ir, or have his part therein, that hath 
nor received the promiſe, and ſpirit of adoption, 
wherein he cryeth, Abba father. What wilt thou 
doe to this man to take his love from him ? wilc 
thou revile him, charge him wich names of Heretick, 
SeRary, private ſpirit, Devill? he ( bearing in mind 
thy blaſphemy of old, and how thon didfſt call his 
Lord Gevatecnn and knowing the Diſciple is nox 
above his Maſter, nor ſervant. greater then he char 
ſent him, ) openeth his month and bleſſeth thee ; 
for he 'remembreth the Commandement of his 
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Lord, Bleſſe them that curſe yee. Wilr.thou hate him ? 
lye in wair for him ? and ſweare im thy heart to be 
his. enemy ?, he weepeth, and loveth thee : for hee 
remembreth the Commandement of his Lord : But 
ſay wiito you, love your enemies. Wilt thou bend thy 
brow and fiſt _ him ? lay thy hand to the 
ſword, and drive him into the corners of th'earth : 
hee goerh weeping and. prayeth for thee : for he re- 
membreth the Commandement of his Lord : Pray 
for them that perſecute ye. Wile thou lay thy hand 
and authority upon him ? draw him through thy 
ftreers, and beat our his braines with the ſtones 
thereof ? he liſting up his voyce, commendeth his 
ſpirit and Taft requeſt, unto his God and Father, be- 
eeching him, to forgive his blood unto thee, and 
ſleepeth, for he rememibreth how im like caſe, his 
Lord the Lanib did fo. And this is the renovation 
ſpirituall, and firſt refurreion, Happy man that hath 
his part therein, for the ſecond death ſhall take no 
hold on him. Who layeth to the charge of this 
wan ? Who may reprove his light, his ſteps, and

This man if he have beene a Worſhipper of the 
Beaſt, returning to himſelfe, falleth downe. and bro-

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( not caring nor conſidering they are the comman- 
dements of abhomination that fitreth in the place 
where he ought not ) goeſt, beleeveſt, adding to thy 
blaſphemy, ſcorne and derifion,offering to the High- 
et, the labour and ſtinke of thy feete, for the ſinne 
of thy ſoule. ot 

This man, all the dayes of his life, ate the dayes 

of his pilgrimage , wherein like the childe that be- 
waileth the death of his Mother, covered with darke 
and meursjng colours, wandreth the defarts of: this 
life, in an aſfored hope, one day tp come to 4 Cirie 
promiſed,whoſe walls are made of everlaſting ſtones; 
whoſe foundation is the ſtrength of God,whoſe tow- 
er's his glory- And if any voyce ſay to him, goe into 
the wilderneſſe to this or that Fremites denne, there 
ſhalt thon ſee Chriſt: to rheſe or to thoſe dead bones, 
| there ſhalt thou ſee his works of wonder : he abhor- 
reth it, for he remembrerh the commandement of 
his Lord. But goe not , beleeve not , take beed , behold , 1 
have foretold yee all. 

Murtherers . may vee compare your faſtings with 
his ? Behold thou eateſt fiſh once and twice a weeke 
to honour Ged withall. Egyptians, who hath required 
this hononr at Four hands ?- careth he wherher thou 
eare the fieſh of fiſh, or the fleſh of Beaſts ? hath he 
nor made meat for bellies , bellies for mears : and 
ſhall he nor deſtroy both it and them ? And knoweſt 
thon indeed that which entrerh into the belly goeth 
out into the dravghr , and duſt preſume t'honour 
him with either one or other? wherefore thus ſaith 
the troth, the factifice and faſts of Hieruſalem ſhall 
riſe in judgement agaivft th'offerings, and filh-faſts 
of Babylon 3 and had yee knowne what t har Scripture 
meaneth . Ns man drinking old Wine , will ſtraight way 
commend the new,for he ſaith th*o!d-is better, then had ye 
never condemned-the new and troe faſt, t*«ſtabIiſha. 
faſt more yile ard-filthy then was: the faſt of Phari-' 
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This man,all the dayes of his pilgrimage are a Con- 
rinuall faſt, night and day fafterh he, his bread is be- 
come afflition, his wme is turned to trouble, becauſe 
the Bridegroom isTtaken from him , and his Lord 
whom he loveth ſo, is gone into a farre Country, 
And as concerning meates and bellies, this man is 
taught of God, thar befides the perſon of a Chriſtian, 
( in'which reſpeR all che creatures of God are clean 
vnto him, received in godlinefſe , moderation, and 
thankeſgiving) he ſuſtaineth the perſon of a Citi- 
zen, and knowing his King, his Governours, of State, 
wherennder he is placed , for good and probable 
cauſes, ter:ding to the peace and maintenance of the 
many ( which God eſpecially will have preſerved ) 
have authority ro command, and forbid in meates, in 
drinkes, in cloath, in dayes, and ſuch like : (o caterh, 
ſo drinkerh, ſo weareth, ſo keepeth he, as his Prince 
commandeth, giving to his Prince th*obedience that 
to 7 Prince belongeth, and honovreth his God with 
th'honout, which to God eppercaineth. 

Murtherers, may ye compare your almes, and mer- 
cy with his ? Behold, thon devoureſt the widdow, 
and watereſt the ſeed of adulterie, and ſayeſt thou 
feedeſt Orphans, arrayeſt thy (clfe with the ſpoile of 
Kingdomes, and nouriſheſt Dragons , egges of Ser- 
perts,and every unclean bird,and fayeſt thou feedeſt 
the ſonnes of Prophets : Foole, how canſt chou give - 
2 drinke of cold water to a Propher , rhv ſelfe being 
none of the generation cf Prophets ? Balaam , doeſt 
thou know him that wrote theſe things ? or haſt thou 
confidered his hunger and his wants, as thon regard- 
ing paſſeſt by, like one of the dead and rotten graves 
of Sodome, covered with white, with Crimſon, and 
pavonats , wuigey written on thy head before, and 
on thy ſcull behind Caaopnpic? defireth he thy gold, 
thy; pots, thy puddings, and thy purples, which thou 
haſt bought ſo deare ? nay, Ba/aam, he —_ 
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Lord, whoſe inheritance is th'earth and the plenty 
thereof: hath he ſadled his Aﬀe ar any time, and po- 
ſted after Balaks prefermenr like unto thee ? Nay, 
Balazm, then let his ſoule be'given up toan unre* 
pentance; like as is thine, haſt rhou any -hine to give, 
' thathedefires to receive ? no Balaam, he ſeeks not 
thine bur thee, and this is his defi: e,that thou and all 
= world this day were like unto him, excepting his 
nne. 
Murtherers, and dare yee ta'ke of mercy ? then 
tell us, when have ye ſeene Chriſt hongry, and given 
him t'eare ? when have ye ſeene him ihirſtie, and gi- 
ven him to drinke ? when have ye fonud him a ſtran- 
ger, and opened vnrco him ? when have ye mer him 
naked, and cloathed him ? when have yee kno wne 
him weake, and comforted him ? in priſon, aad vifſi- 
red him ? Can ye miniſter to whom yee know not ? 
can ye feed, harbor, cover, comfort, vifit, whom yee 
ſee not ? behold ( Phariſes ) I rell ye a tnyſterie, yee 
ſhall never ſee nor know, thoſe little ones his hrethren 
to whom yee ſhould have miniſtred , unleſſe your 
hearts tan melt and ſorrow with them : have ye not 
read { ye wiſards ) that the blind ſhall ſee , and they that 
ſee ſhall be made blind ? This is the judgement which 
God hath ſent into the world,and it is marvellous this 
day in our eyes : behold, this man, as tonching the 
mercy which he ought to doe, eareth his bread with 
the empty » and with the drie and thirſty ground 
weepeth he, the pilgrim and the ſojourner, are ever 
found within his Courts, his gates are never ſhurgwith 
the naked fitreth he, and with his garment covereth 
his ſhame ; with the broken, and impriſoned, pafſeth 
he his crime, with plentifull and many reares comfor- 
ting them, nay, who hungreth, and he nor pined ? 
who thirſteth,and he nor dryed up ? which is a ſtran* 
ger, and he not throwne out ? who naked, an he nor 
confounded ? TTY he nor ſpent ? who yr 
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Eth impriſoned, and he not tormented ? And as con- 
CErning the mercy, which he ought nor to leave un- 
done, this man, if he have , according to the Com- 
mandement of his Lord, ro him thar askerh giverh, 
and to the, borrower lendeth, looking for his reward 
and intereſt,in the reſurreion of the juſt : if he have 
no', applyeth his hand and hacke to the burthen, 
knowing he may. not eate unleſſe he labour , in great 
patience and thankfulneſſe , turning over the leaves 
of his lite, ſo richly contented,as if his Royalties were 
as large, as are the dominions of the little bird, who 
raigneth as wide as her filly wing may carry her, and 
whereſoever diſmounting , ſetteth her lictle foote, 
looketh abour for her proviſion, as if ſhe were at 
home. 

And this is the firſt, the next, and laſt, of the li- 
ving ſtones and temples of God,which he (before the 
day knew his comming up , or going downe, ) choſe 
and adopted, in the precious bloud of his erernall 
Teſtament, to be unto him a Houſe, a Church, a Ta- 
beroacle, and everlaſting poſſeſſion. 

And he that writeth bheareth wirneſſe,and teſtifieth 
unto the world, all thoſe, whether Kings er Servants, 
wiſe or ſimple, learned or 1deots, rich or poore, old 
or Young, bond or free, that ſhall be found to have 
worſhipped the Beaſt, received the print of his name, 
and ſetup in their Tents and dwellings , his Table,

By which delineation, ic 
is ev dent, that the holy:Ghoſt accounteth the chal- 
leaged Prervgarive and ſupremacy of Rome, ail one 
power, all one Empire, whethec ir obtaine the ſpoile 
by force, or by fraud, that is,by power of Emperors, 
of craft of Popes, who ſhould be far yalike ther, as 
Daniel himſelfe ſaith ; And he ſhall be unliketo he firſt. 
Meaning in {orme ot claiming, obtaining, and main- 
raining . JuciſdiQtion, not in pride, purpole 2nd deter- 
mination. So as wemay behold ſuch an uolikely like- 
neſſeberween them as was betweene the two Siſters, 
of whom ir js ſaid. 
c— = facies non ommbus una, 
nec diverſa tamen» qualem decet eſſe Sororum. 

And thus much concerning the Prophet Daniels 
deſcription of ch'Empire of Rome ; whence we note, 
that the ſame power which Daniel there deſcribeth 
by a beaſt with hornes, teeth and nails, our Propher 
here doth delineare by an Eagle, with wings: fechers, 
and heads : whoſe jmperiall wings after they were ſo 
clipr, as ſhe could no longer flye over all in her pro- 
per colours and ſtile of Roma trtumphante, deviſed how 
by deceit ſhr might uphold her throne ( for to be 
high was all her cate) and found nothing ſo fit as to 
diſguiſe her ſelfe, an1 challenge prelation under rhe 
maske of Roma la Santa And thys is it which this verſe 
reacherh, that when the ſioſull Citric ſaw her ferhers 
lo pluckr, as the feare of her a«mes and forces, might 
no longer flie into all Kiagdomes,commanding them 
under the paine of Imperium Romanum ; lying by 
meanes of rhis diſtres, very weake and in danger of 
falling ; her counſell and body politique, devited by 
lies and witch craft ( wherein was all her pleaſure 
ſrom her youth ) ro reſtore the ſupremacy aid ho= 
nor of her name, under the colour of Eccleſia Dei. 

Wherein this race of preſumptuous hornes excel- 
led the fin of all- the hornes chat foretime wy in 

| er 
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her, for they, asin whom Satan dwelt bur literally 
did burin open hoſtility fig againſt the higheſt, ter- 
ting before him a God made of a wicked man, whoſe 
fathers blood cryeth out for vengeance night and 
day, whoſe bed fellow was (& Soror oF conjux, and 
whoſe wife was id quod dicere nolo. But this race of 
preſumptuous and deceitfull Kings, as in whom Saran 
dwe'leth ſpiritually, in a hidden treaſure of blaſphe- 
my, ſers up che higheſt againſt himſelfe, and under 
the Viior of the Church, and the name of God, bl. 
phemech his Sanuary, and the Lord thereof. Ny 
marvaile then, tho ſhe and $70n bear ods, for as gold 
can body it ſelfe with any metrall lique fiable, latten 
excepted, which notwithſtanding in outward face 
and ſhew of al metralls is moſt Ike unto it : fo, no 
Church is more capirall enemy to the tru& Church, 
then ſhe who in ourward geſture, grace and counte- 
nance; is likeſt like the chaſt and'virgine Spouſe, and 
is indeed a whore. 


Verſ. 11. Then I numbred her contrary feathers, and 
beho'd they were eight of them. 


In the third verſe of chis Chaprer,the Prophet made 
mention of rheſe contrary feathers, which in their 
thoughts: conſpired to raiſe their houſe with thery- 
ins of Rome. And here proceedeth more particularly 
ro declare their number, foretelling there ſhould be 
Eight of them whom we will h:re call our by name, 
that if occation ſ-rve, we may the better know them. 
The firſt were Weſt go: hes, under the leading of 4- 
laricus, The ſecond Hunnes, whoſe King was Attal «. 
Tie third Vandals, their heal Genſerick. The fourth 
Odoacer- The fifc Eaſt gothes, their chiefe Theodr- 
ricke. The fixt Totilas, bred in Spaine, with ſuch fol- 
lowers as for thoſe rimes that Countrey yeilded. The 
ſeventh Longobards, with their guide Alboinus. The 


eighth and laſt, 4 home conſpiracy, more to be _ 
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( as all included diſeaſes are moſt dangerous ) then 
all the reſt. 

And alrho many others b:fides theſe, as Radagaiſe, 
the Alani now ealled Almans, the Burgontans condu- 
&ed by Gundibald, the Ungers, Saracens, &c. were all 
in their rime as coſtly enemies to the Empirezas fome 
of theſe, yet none did humble the grear Ciry, the 
mother of wickedreſle, bur theſe eight oncly. And 
therefore the reit may not be allowed to fit at this ta- 
ble, bur may ſerve to juſtifie the judgement of the 
Beaſt, which was thus wounded againe and ſtricken 
of all, as ſhes had wounded and ſtricken all, ' 

Aud if in reading doubr a-ilc,how theſe eight fethers 
may be contrary to the Eag]:. that is, refiſters of her 
a2ver and dominion, and yet be feathers of the Ea- 
ple, that is, mainteiners of the fame 3 The anſwer is, 
that they were adverſaries aud contrary unto her, as 
ſhe ſtnod upon tearmes of Imperium orbis terre : bu: 
after ſhe had chang'd her coppy, and claimed ſupre- 
macy under the cloake of Mater Eccleſia, they were 
for the moſt» maintainers of her pride, and became 
drunke alſo wi:h her waiſhip, as other Kings and 
Privces of th'earth. 

And thus much fo- their numbers and names; their 
ſzverall atrea'p s, their profperities and end, ſhull he 
preſented in their place. 


Verl. 12; After this I ſaw, and behold upon the right 
fide there aroſe one feather, and raigned over all the 
earth, 


This feather here deſcribed is the firſt of the 
twelve, namely Julius Ceſar, who ( like an ill inter- 
prerer ) tranflated Senatum popu'umgq; Romanum, intra 
Ceſarem Auguſtum. Whoſe image,which in this verſe 
is ſo lively reſembled, confiſterh of two features: 
the firſt, ſheweth the manner of his riſing, in cheſe 


words,

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And beho/d upon the right ſide, there aroſe one feather, 

Wrich ſerve inſtead of art , to diſcover the yery 
true 1'nes, and ca#t oft his happineſs. 

For the houſe of Cornelii was as eloquent as he,and 
Marius dou'5tles as good a leader as he, and Catilin as 
nobly borne as he, and all theſe aroſe r'invade the 
Common wealth, an4 to travflate it into a Ringdom 
as well as he, hut none of them roſe on the right fide 
but he. And thos much for the manner of this ſpeech; 
fo we take th's w thall, that theſe words ( Tightſide) 
in their naturall and proper intent, doe figniſte 
( as through all this chap.) the ſureſt and ſtrongeſt 
{1d-. 

The ſecond feature in this reſemblance to be ob- 
ſerved, is his'power, ſer forth in theſe wards. Andk 
reigned over all the earth. 

For atter he had ſubdued France, broken the heart 
of Germany, male his name known ro England, he 
returned inro Italy, overthrew the great Prote&zr 
of the liberry Sr. Pompey and his hoſt, in thz fields of 
Pharfa/te. And like the fire of heaven (as one of her 
Poers faith) with ſuch celerity drew afcer the re 
liq ies of thar ſtricken faftion , bothin Africa and 
Spine, chit in two years (pace he brouzhe ro paſſe, 
thar neich-r Ciry nor creature durſt apen againſt 
him ; waich done, he a{cended into Iraly, and took 
upon him as Lord thereof, triumphing in the ſpoiles 
of the wor'd, ard rhe blood of his GC wnery. 

And knowing that the name of a King(which he 6 
much aftecte-1) was odious to rhe quality and nature 
of rhar people 3 invaded the government under the 
Mike of a Paporey D:Rator, preſerving thereunder 
(for he was wile above all the feathers) ſome hope of 
recovering their Tire Line liberty, hurt indeed efſta- 
b!:\ing a Ringdonie from which it could never re- 
deem ic ſeli again.

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Ver. 13. And when it had reigned, the end of it camey 
and the place thereof appeared no more. ; 
Burt this new borne proſperity (as is the nature of 
all this worlds feliciry) laſted bur a while ; for in the 
third year of his Diftatorſhip, he was flaine in the Se- 
nate, by the conſpiration of 24. of whom the moſt 
both in his own (ſo dangerous is che. name of truſt) 
and other mens opinions, were thought his chiefeſt 
friends. And thus was this feather blown away, after 
ir had enjoyed his pleaſure 56 years, aud reigned 3. 
A man for letrers,arms,and counſel, famous far above 
all his fucceeders, and in diſcreet bounty,ard Prince- 
ly clemency (rare vertues in (ſuch a fortune) wichour 
controverſie, ſurpaſſing all Princes made of earth. 


Ver. 14 $0 the next ſtood up. and reigned, and it con- 
ii need a long time, but «fter it had reigned bis end alſo 
came, and, as the firſt it appeared no more. 


Next after him aroſe Offavins, the adopred fon of 
Julius : otherwiſe alſo nect him in bloyd; as being che 
ſon of his neece Accia, who having taken revenge up- 
on the murtherers of his father, and obtained in all 
his wars,farreine and at home 3 triumphed Lord over 
all,adding to his fathers pompe(which he had bought 
ſo dear) th* honors of Parens patrie, and Auguſtus. 

And this ferher continued (as the Propher ſaw) a 
long rime, for it reigned Triumuir with. Anthogje and 
Lepidus two yeares, and as Duumuir with Anthonte a- 
lone ren years , and then devouring his fellow in a 
Sex fight ar Aﬀium,reigned all alone 44 years. 

Bur afrer ir had reigned, his end alſo came, and(as 
the Propher concludeth) he difcended: like che, firſt, 
and appeared no more. For by the treafou of Livie 
his ws. none co ratry th'inthronizing of. her 
ſon(as is the nature of ambition.the nearer the goales 
the faſter it runs) his liwgring ſoul was taken from 
him at Nel in the 90, & fixth yeare, of his rrand- 
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greffion, when he had reigned 20. leffe. 


Ver. 15, Then there came a voice unto it, and ſaid. 

Ver. 16. Hear thou that haſt kept the*earth ſo long, 
this I ſay unto thee, before thou beginſt "appear no more.” 

Ver. 17. There ſhall none after thee. attatn- unto thy 
time, nor yet to the halfe thereof. 


That we may know there is no God like unto the 
higheſt, who onely holdeth the meaſures and time 
of all things in his hand, the Prophet fore-ſheweth, 
that none of the twelve ſhould continue like to 04 
viys, nor yet attain unto halfe his time : which ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord was accompliſhed ; 
for his fon Tiberius of all the reſt reigned longeſt, and 
lon ger by eight years then any of the reſt, and yet 
could not attaine to half the time of his facher, 
which deſcended before him. 

That God only might be honored in all his works, 
and juſtified when he ſpeaketh. 


Ver. 18. Then aroſe the third, and reigned as th'oths 
afore, and it appeared no more alſo 


Then ſtept up Tiberius, and reigned in great abo- 
mination, as did his fathers before him, but after 
while he deſcended alſo and appeared no more. Ne 
all his skill in ſortilege and wiſe dome mathematical, 
whereunto he had ſold himſeli from his youth, could 
cither foretel or forewarne him of Cajus his Nephew, 
by whom he was poyſoned. in the 70 and 8 year of 
his mortality, and three and twentieth of his reign. 


Ver. 19. And ſo came it to all th'athers, one after a- 
nother, ſo that every one reigned, and then appeared no more 


In like ſort (faith the Prophet ) did all the reſt 
which of the 12 remained, ſucceflively riſe, reigne, 
and periſh. * " 

. Of whom the firſt, in blaſphemy excel: 
hng, , was murtheret by the Captain of his guar 

ref 
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after he had fate in the chaire of the ſcornſull 29. 
years,and in the throne of his fathers almoſt g. 

The Second , onely- wiſe in evill, was poy- Claudine. 
ſoned by his inceſtuous wife, his neece Agrippi 
in the 64 year of his filthines,and 14.0of his _ 

The third, a monſter, deformed in life, in Nero, 
marriage, and end : his life ſcornfull to the height of 
his Fathers, his marriage thrice more deteſtable, his 
endmore unnatural then any of theirs:for aiter hehad 
raigned in fin ſourteen years, & fin in him eighteen 
more, fell by his own ſword into the grave of his fa- 
thers 3 and jn him deſcended the houſe of the Fuliz. 

The fourth was of another exrraftion, bur G,/4,. 
not of a better, deſcended of th'antient family of the 
Sulpini, roſe vp late, put periſhed early 3 for he was 
60. and three years old before he raſted th'Empire, 
which he gor and loſt in 7 months. 

The fifth likewiſe of a new houſe, bur of 044s. 
th'old building, got pofſeflion by the blood of his 
Predecefſor, and by ſpilling his own in three months 
and odde dayes, loſt it again, after he had walkr in 
the abomination of his fathers , eight and thirty 
years. 

The fixt alſo, was new and old, in no- Vaellius 
thing (fave gluttony) excelling his fellows, in life ; 
and death like filthy 3 deſcended in the <ighth 
moneth of his tyranny, after he had wearied himlſelfe 
in the pleaſures of Caprineom (where firſt his youth 
was branded )!9 and 50 years. 

After him aroſe the ſeventh, who bought "I 
the Crown with the blood of his Mr. and ware it in } 4Þtian- 
baſe Covetonſnefs ten years , but then was likewiſe 
blown down,having fulfild the pleaſures of 59 more. 

The eight was he which executed the ven-7;,,, 
grance due to the great murtheres, ttearthly Hiern 
alem : who in the go year of his pleaſure, after he 
had taigned 2 years and ſo many months, = alſo 
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blown down, not without the fuſpeRed treaſon of }; 
—_ and ſucceſſor. F y es 
ninth and laſt, and (if. it we L 
. ble) thE worſt of all, who after he had ho 
the luſt of his fathers 15. years, and lived' therejn 
0. more, was murthered by the Gentlemen of his 
Chamber, and beaten down after the reſt which ge- 
ſcended before him. So that every one of them ( a 
this verſe Propheſicd) reigned,and then appeared no 
more. 


Ver. 20. Then 1 lboked,, and behold in proceſſe of 
time, the fethers that followed ſtood up on the right ſide, 
that they might rule alſo;and ſome of them ruled,but within 
4 while they appeared no more. 

And the Prophet obſerved and ſaw(after the twelve 
were deſcended) the Emperors that followed to riſe, 
that they mighr rule alſo,and as many of them as roſe 
on the right fide, that is : in the ſtrength and power 
of the twelve, did in their place (according to the 
proclamation publiſhed in the eight verſc)ſpread theit 
wings:and raigne alſo, as 

Nerua Commodus. Macrinus. 
Traian. Pertinax- Heliogobalus. 
Aadrian. Julian. Alexander. 
Antoninus. Severus. Maximinus. 
Marcus. Caracalla. 
And the reſt co the third Valentinzan. | 
In whoſe days the power of th'Eagle was ſu woun- 
ded, by th'incurſion and ſaccage of the two firſt con- 
wrary feathers, that ſhe could never after recure he 
ſelfe again, bur lay ſick and kept the chamber ſome 
ten generations, which alſo laſted but twice fo _ 
years, to the rifing of Momillus in whom deſcended 
that was left of the Emp're, , name and title for ever. 
So that all the feathers which the Propher beheld 


in proceſle of rime to follow the twelve , and in their 
ſtrengh; 
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ſtrength, their fin and cruelty , to defile the earth: 
namely from Domitian, to the third Valentinian, were 59 
& 3 Kings. All which in a while (as this verſe conclu- 
derh) vaniſhed like the 12. and appeared no more, 

Ver. 21. And ſome of them were ſet up,but ruled not. 
As, Vindex. 30. Tyrants. Eugenius. 
Piſcenius Niger, Firmus. Luintillas. 
Albinus. Saturninus- Rufinus. 
Diadumenus, Proulus. Conſtantinus 
Maximus. Bonojus. non Magnus. 

" Balbinus. Aper. Heraclianug, 

And others, as in the deſcription of times, may 
more plainly appear. 

Ver. 22. After this I lookgd, and belold , the twelve 
fathers appeared no more. 

Under the 1 2. wings or fethers ( for both beroken 
one)are comprehended by an inrelle&ion(as in the firſt 
rerſe)all, which in the ſtrength of the 12. followed from 
Domitlan, to the third Va'entinian, who periſhed in the 
year 455. after he had raigned 3o. and lived 5. more, 

And thus according to promiſe made inthe firſt Ver. 
is preſented a tragicall ſucceſſion of all the Eagles 
wings, from her fiſt fether Iultus Ceſar, in whom the 
power of her pride began, to the third Valewintar, 
with whom ir ended 3 who after they had ſkewed 
themſelves, and rrodden downe the earth 500 and 30 
years,they departed for ever the ſtage of this world,& al 
their pomp and glory deſcended, & appeared no more. 

And here my pen like to th'earth which being deli- 
rered from her oppreſſors,did thirſt to be refreſted : fo 
having overcome this parr of her rask,did think to find 
ſome eaſe, but in their hopes they are both deceived, 
for after the Eagles ethers deſcended , the forrows af 
the earth increaſed more and more,;nd there aroſe (as 
ſeldomes comes the better)a race of Solomiticall, and 
wnatural Kings,who under the viſar of Succeſſors to Pe+ 
ter, and Vicars to the Lambe, fo far excelled the whor- 
dom of their fathers the Emperors (whoſe Yicars and 

B Succels, 
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Succeflors indeed they are) that they inforced the high- 
eft, to pour his determined vengeance vpon the chil- 
dren of men. Who according ,to the judgement fore- 
denounced by his ſervant Iohn, Poured out his wrath upon 
Revel.16. the Sea,that it became like to the blood of the dead : that is 
ro ſay,upon the great City and Empres of the world, by 
ſcourge after ſcourge ( how often and grievous in the 
view of her contrary fechers may appear) ſo at the full 
avenging himſelfe, there was not a drop of Roman 
blood to be found on earth,theſe many hundred years. 

And as the defe&ion and uncleannes wa&'generall, 

was the rpmmann oe rr yes in the on cha. 
rophefied.)The wrath of the higheſt was poured out u 

Revel.16. the ran and fountains likewiſe, and they were turned = 
blood alfo, that is : upon all people and nations whatſo- 
ever, in ſuch ſort, as there is not a Kingdom this day on 
earth to be found, that hath nor been (fince the riſing 
of the beaſt) cut down by ſword,and yeelded her ſtock 
to ſtrange grifts, as by the bloody Regiſters of every 
particular nation doth ſo cleerly appear, as if it were 
written with the beams of the ſunne. 

And as the days were evill above meaſure, fo they 
exceeded in darknes and ignorance ; that my pen hath 
no lefſe trouble, to be delivered of the reſt of her la- 
bour, then had the then-dweilers on earch, to indure 
the pains of their oppreſſion and travel ; bur to take 
into my way again 3 the Propher addeth. 

Nor the two wings. 

Figuring by the two wings, the two firlt contrary fe- 
thers, Alaricus and Attalas. 

The fuſt aroſe in the 19 of Honorius, predeceſſor to 
the third Valentinian : And was the firſt that flew the 
pou City the murtheres of all the world , meaſuring 

er by famine,ſword, and fire 3 according to the ſquare 
whereby ſhe had judged others almoſt twelve hundred 
years. Which wofull end (or rather beginning of her 
wofull end : ) made a certain ancient friend of hers 
beyailing the night wherein ſhe was ſmirreng wo 
voip 
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NoBSe Moab capia eft., noFe cecidit murus eius, quis 'cladem 
ilius nodtis, quis funera fando explicet * And when this fe« 
ther had chus rrodden down the pride of the Eagle, in 
the year 410.4 L157 years after Ronnlus had raiſed her 
wals wich the blood of his brother 3 proceeded to rip 
vp her bowels, ſpoyling and burning her. principall 
parts, Latium, Campania, Apulia, Lu'ania,Calabria, where 
taging in his higheſt choughts, deviſing how to fpread 
his glory over all, was by fodain death blown away, and 
his place anpeared no niore. 
Th'other aroſe jn the 27. of the third Valentinian, in 
greater fear rhen did the firſt, devouring at his entrance 
all thar reſt of Italy which Alaricus had left unearen, 
Aquileia, Verona, Mantua, Cremona, Brixia,Concordia,with 
all che now rerrirory of Venice : bur by the cunning 
dealing of the deceitfuil King , whoſe name was then 
Pope Leo, was cutreated to (cll rhe great City, and to 
depart Iraly,which he lefr as a waſt,ſtinking in her fiery 
ruins,and ſo repaſſing the Danub,returned into his Scy= 
thia again : where the year {ollowing in top of his 
folne 5, was in a night found ſtrangled in his own blood, 
whereinto he was d:fJolved,by th'intemperate uſe of a 
wedding feaſt, and a new Spouſe. 

And thvs perifhed this ſon of Afundzucas,the ſcourge 
of God, and terroue cf men (for fo he called himſelfe) 
and which nor only the fliers of Icaly,bur his very ſhape 
may well juſtifie 3 for he is deſcribed a man of little 
ſtature, ſquare ſer, great head, little eyes, thin hair'd, 
thinner bearded, a noſe great and prominent , his co- 
lour ſow! and gypſon like. 

Ver.23+ And there was no more upon the Eagles body, bat 
ro heads.that reſted, and ſix wings. 

And there were no more trivmphing fethers to be 
found en her,for all her glorious power was deſcended 
torwo weak and fecble heads, which, for they reigned 
not in the ſtrength of their predecefſors, the Propher 
dayneth not to call ruling ferhers, bur reſting heads- 
Th one ſlept in th'caſt ar Conſtantinople,yhom Gen- 
. B'z ſerick 
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ſerick the third contrary fether,nor long before had dif- 
honorably taken priſoner. 

Valentin, Th'other in the weſt at Ravenna, taken with ſuch a 

Lethargy,that he neither heard nor felt the Maſſacre of 

| Ungary, committed by Hunns; nor the loud and pitifull 

cry of his chiefeſt provinces, Spain and Africa , devou- 
red by Gothes and Vandals; nor the tears and deep 1a+ 
ment of Gaul and Britain overtlown with Franks and 
Angles, people from beyond the Rhene, who nor onely 
wich their blood and poſtericie, bur with their name 
alſo have ſtain'd both Kingdoms to this day. So as the 
Prophet well concludeth, there was no more to be 
found upon th'Eagles body , but theſe rwo drowſie 
heads, which reſted, and 11x contrary fethers,v1z.

Of which in the verſes ſol;owing- 

Ver. 24 Then l ſaw aljo, the two wings divided them- 
ſelves from the ſix, and remained under the head that was 
upon the right ſide, but the ſour continued in their place. 

And the Prophet fav , that rwo of the fix divided 
themſelves in counſel & manner of proceeding, from 
th'other four: ſor whereas the four ſought to be Lords 
of Rome in fee, reſolving in their thonghts, t'exringuifh 
the name and majeſty of her Empire for ever, thele 2. 
were of an other mind,for rhey agreed ro remain under 
the countenance & favour of rh'eagles right head, con» 
rented to wear a crown tho with leave of jr : mea- 
ning by the right head th'eaſt Empire,ſo called , in re- 
gard jt was far ſtronger in power then the weſt : whoſe 
broad-ſpcading honor ( as in the verſe foregoing) was 
now become a ſtary*ling,only his name and appellation 
continued ſome ten ſucceflions, viz. T Valentinan. 
2 Maximus. 3 Avitus. 4 Majorianus. $ Severn. 
& Anthemius. 5 Olybrius. 8 Glycertus. 9 Julius Nepos- 
Io Momyllus., Which all alſo vaniſhed(as before 1s 
Toucht) in 20 years. And th'Eagles pomp which was 
ac- full in Auguſtus, was interred with Agpum( ae 
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ſo was. Momyllus called) and with him deſcended- the 
name and title of Imperium Romanum for ever. 
And the two wings thus divided in policy from the 
the four, were Genſerick, and Theodorick, 
Of which the firſt, trained into Iraly by treaſon. of 
th*Empres, entred Rome 43. years after ſhe had been 
humbled by the Goths, and led into captiviry all her 
treaſure. and (as is the fatal reward of ſuch offenders) 
the traitres alſo her ſelfe. And after 14 days thus loa- 
den, departed into his Africa again ; where-over he 
reigned in peace and pleaſure 51 years. 
Th'other, having obtained of th'eaſt-head the ſcep- 
ter of Iraly, according to his patent proceeded, and 
gotit by Conqueſt from Odoacer. But after he had 
reigned there-over 30 years deſcended alſo, leaving his 494; 
fame and kingdom to his poſterity , having fulfild his 
pleaſures 42 more. 
But this Counſel pleaſed not th'other 4. for as the 
verſe concludeth, they remained in other rhoughts ; 
drifting in their place to riſe and reigne,withour leave 
or licenſe of any. 
Ver. 25. So [ loked,and behold, the under-wings thought 
t9 ſet up themſelves, and to have the rule. 
And as the Prophet beheld the four contrary fethers 
which were lefr, he ſaw how they alſo ſtrove in their il 
hearrs to eſtabliſh chemſelves., bur like a dream their: | 
purpoſe vaniſhed,in the nexr immediate ver. following. 
Ver. 26. Then was there one ſet up,but ſhortly it appear- 
ed no move. ; 
Then aroſe Odoacer, the firſt of the four; leading a 
people begotren in the bowels and inmoſt parts of 
the North,who hearing of the divided and weake cſtate 4 
of the Empire, was encouraged to move from beyond Te”: 
the Danub, in much fear & blood deſcended iato Iraly, 
flew her laſt Lord and Emperor Momillus Auguſtulus,de- 
ſtroyed the name of her Conſuler dignity, and blotted 
out for ever the memory of her holy Senare, the mur- 
derer of Romulas their firſt Ring, and Zalws their _ 
ESSE Kay ler; 
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Keyſar 3 and not daring as baſe begotten, to put on 
the preſence and fiile of an Emperor (which name this 
fether fatally refiſted)contented himſelf with the title 
of King of Italy. 

Bnt his glory indured not: for after he had reigned 
Eighteen yeers, Theodorick (as in the 24 verſe) took his 
Kingdom from him by force, and his life by fraud; aud 
he deſcended,and appeared no more. 

Ver.-27. And the ſecond was ſooner gone then the firſt. 

After him aroſe Totzlas the ſecond fether of the four, 
by birth a Spaniard , by blood a Weſt-gothe, ( whole 
ſcarfull fires burn in Rome to this day) but theſe daies 
were more in trouble, and (as the Propher fore-faw) in 
number fewer then Odoacers ;, from his firſt rifing al- 
way in arms, and after many hopes, and as many dif- 
paires, was at laſt pur ro flight by Narſes, whom the 
Eaſt head had made Governour of Italy, and flying was 
wounded ſo dead!y, that as ſoon as he gat his Inne he 
loft his life, after he had worne the Crowa ( if to fight 
for a Crown he to wear a Crown) 11 yeares. 

Ver. 28. Then I beheld, and lax the two that remained, 
did think alſo in themſelves to reign. 

So as of all th'c&ight, thcre remained but th* Longs: 
bards, and th'inteſtme fafion, which thought alſo in 
themſelves to reigne. 

The ftrſt inflamed by the letters of Narſes, and wirh 
the goodneſs of Italy, left their northern denns, and 
like a fearfull ſtorme fell downe upon ir, and jn rwo 
yeares overthrew it, crowning their Leader A!boinus, 
King thereof at Milan 3 who after he had ſpread hin 
ſelfe over the great City, and over all her Italy three 
years and a halfe, was murthered by the treaſon of Rv- 
ſamond his wife, leaving his Kingdom but nor his honor 
ro his ſucceſſors, who poſſeſſed it for 24. generations, 

\- The eight and laſt, and of all other the moſt gdange- 
rous, was a home conſpiracy , plotting to raiſe from the 
dead, th*ancient long-before buried government of 
Rome to reedific her. 5, P, 2, R. and to root out the 
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Prieſtly preheminence and Church-ſuperioricy, which 
had ſo cunningly eaten and deſtroyed the ſecular : 
which fa&tion after ir had taken fire in the hearts of ma- 
ny,and ſecretly burned a long timeat length brake out, 
like the fury and violence of a riſen ſtream , ſo as ic 
might not be quencht , but with much blood and <x- 
ceeding labour, as in the 31.verſe appeareth. 

Ver. 29. But whilſt they ſo thought, behold, there awa- 
ked one of the heads that were at reſt, which was in the midſt, 
for that was greater then the two. 

And whilſt they thus thought, behold there awaked 

one of the three Kingdoms,appointed to finiſh and end 
the wickednefle of rh*'Eagle , figuring by this reſting 
head, the new weſt Empire, which title of Supremacy 
the beaſt beſtowed (as hath been alwayes his praftiſe 
torun with the ſtrongeſt) upon Charls King of France, 
and ſon ro Pepin the Traitor. This head is ſaid to be 
awaked, when it was firſt raiſed, which was in the years 
got. wherein it received his Auguſtal robe, his crowns 
and ſtile,viz. Carolo Auguſto a Deo Coronato, magno (5 pi- 
iſim» Imperatori Romanorum, vita (F vifforia. And the 
ticle of dignity Imperiall, which had laien dead above 
three handred years, was in this year on Chriſtmas day, 
thus raiſed upto life again, to the end it might defend 
the proceedings of the great adulteres and murderes of 
the earth, as by the form of oath exhibired at his conſe- 
cration appeareth 3 In nomine Chriſti ſpondeo, atque pollt- 
cer ego A. Imperator, coram Deo (7 beata Petro Apoſtolo, 
me protefforem, ac defenſorem fore hujus Sane Rom. Ec- 
cleſte, in omnibus utilitatibus , quatenus divino fultus fuero 
adjutorto, pro-ut ſctero, poteroque. 
- Inthat this head is ſaid to be in the mideſt, is meant, 
that it ſhould be choſen from among the Nations and 
Kingdoms of the earih , as by experience hath been 
proved : Firſt, from France, then from divers King- 
doms and parts of Germany, where ir ſtill remaineth. 

And that the fear and power . of this head hath been 


greater then any other Chriſtian King or Kingdome 
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whatſoever, is it not ſufficiently read in the particular 
regiſters of every Nation ? 

' .Verſ. 30, And I ſaw, that the two heads were joyned 
there-with. | 

* By the tyo heads, axe ſhadowed the two Kingdoms 
of France and Spaine, whoſe unhallowed league the 
Frophet fore-ſeeing, faith; they ſhould be joyned with 
this middle-head, and like three parts in one, accord 
and agree together, to humble themſelves, their autho- 
rity and power before the beaſt, and for their jidol- 
ſhepheard ſhould fighr againſt the Higheſt, till by the 
breath of his mouth they be ſcattered, like the duſt 
which the winde diſperſeih. 

And theſe arc the three heads mentioned in the firſt, 
fourth, and ninth verſes of this chapter 3 and are 
therefore ſaid to finiſh and determine the laſt end and 
wickednefſe of the whore, becauſe, tho all other 
Kingdoms hate her and make her deſolate and naked, 
and eat her fleſh, as England and others have done : 
yet theſe three heads.ſhall love her ſtill, and ro iheir 
dying day ſhall burne in delight with her , bu: when 
thoſe three and every of them , ſhall alſo forlake her, 
there ſhall not be found eicher Kingdom or creature 
under heaven, that ſhall fall downe and worſhip her. 

\ -Verſ. 31: And behold, the middle head was turned with 
them that were turned with it, and did eat up the two under 
wings Which thought to reigne- 

' And the Prophet faw this middle head ( the head of 
evill,) impart his fellowſhip to all Princes and King- 
doms, which defired tobe in league with ic. But my 
raske which haſterh to an end, will not ſuftcr. me now, 
and here, to ſound this gulfe of Santa Liege ; ſufticerh 
that for Sions ſake the Propher paſſing by, dcth poiar 
therear, ' - 

And the Prophet beheld, that this middle head did 
devour and eat up the under wings, namely the power 
of the Longobards, and th' inteſtine fatron, which chovgh:

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The firſt by the ſword of Charls, farnamed ( for his 
exceeding power) the great, whoat the command of 
Babylon his god, aſcended into Italy, rook her King 
Deſiderius prifoner,and led him captive into France and 
gave his Kingdome to another. And thus vaniſhed chis 
ſeyenth contrary fether,afrer it had humbled che whore, 
and ſpread it felfe over all her quarters 200.and 4 years, 
and the fear rhereof deſcended, & ir appeared no more. 
Th'other, firſt began in the days of Cono the Emperor, 
who having an ation of contrary epinion, againſt Gre- 
gory the ſecond(for fo the beaſt was then called) tollow- 
«&d it ſo hotly,thac he brought his holiacs inr o ſuch diſ- 
grace as that he kindled a defire in the hear:s of many 
to change their Prelate for a Prince, and to edific rheir 
firſt and ancient forme of government again. This defire 
:hus begun, by time(as naturally all conſpication doth) 
gathered ſtrength, and adventured (but ſomewhat too 
( young) ro check the beaſt, who by reaſon he was ſo wel 
guarded by his forelaid head & champion Charles, eca- 
ily neckt ir. Notwithſtanding ſome 109 ard 50 years 
after, this ulcer,now grown to a riper head , under the 
pradtiſe of one Alberique and Oftauian his (on, brake our 
anew, and charg'd the beaſt in ſo ſharpe a manner, as 
withour doubt he had received the mate, had not his 
head in the midſt avoided it once againe, whoſe name 
was now chang'd from Charles the great, ro Otho the 
great: who as being by oath devored, caine to Rome, 
baniſhr her new riſen Conſuls, hang'd her Tribuns, and 
mounted her Prefedtus urbis, Mr. of miſrule, naked on 
an Aﬀe, crowned and atrended through the city wich 
great derifion; from thence committed to priſon, and 
there executed with exquiſite rorments. Aud by this , 67. 
means,the hear of this defettion was fo alfwag'd, that ir 
appeared not for 7 years afrer:but(rhen under the lead- 
ing cf one Cinczus)ftlam'd out anewin fo furions a lort,as 
it kad doubries fir*d rhe beaſt out of all his holds, had 974+ 
not his middle hezd(Otko the ſecond) haſted into Icaly 
to quench the ſame : who(knowing how much itim- 
| ported 
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ported to puniſh exemplarily ſo dangerous an evill) 
prepared in the Vatican a fumptuous feaſt, invited ther- 
ro all the nobility and chief of the City : when all were 
come, faluted and ſet : cauſed forthwith to be proclai- 
m*d, that no man on pain of death,ſhould either ſpeak 
or move at any thing that ſhould be ſeen or heard : pre- 
ſently entred armed men and compaſſed the place 
round where the gueſts were 3 whereat whilſt every one 
amazed, doubting what this firſt courſe meant, this 
middle-head drew forth a paper, and whoſe names 
were therein written', commanded to be drawn from 
the table, and in preſence of all there to be ſlaine. The 
reii were courteoully entertained, and were as merry 
as ihe fear of ſo cruel a feaſt would give them leave.Ne 
yet for all this the feaver ſo left theſe patients, but thar 
they fell ſome 162. years after intorelapſe again 3 but 
Frederique the firſt(for ſo was now this head called)with, 
the biood of 1000+ and the wounds and impriſonment 
of as many more, ſo branded this Hydra , which had 
been fo often headed, as ircould never after recover 
head againe, but her breath departed, and her purpoſe 
vaniſhed and appeared no more. 

Ver 32. And this head did put the whole earth in fear,and 
ruled therein. and over the dwellers thereof , with much - 
bour : and it he'd the government of the world more, then all 
the wings thar had been. 

Thar this head and his fellows , have moie rwaintai- 
ned and advanc'd the rage and blaſphemy of the beaſt 
then all the ferliers that aroſe before them , and made 
more diligent and_cunning inquifition after the blood 
of $10n rhen they, is it not eternally cronicled in the 
regiſters of every particular Nation? And therefore 
they are called the heads of rh'eagle,and who knoweth 
not that heads are-more able in evil then fethers ? And 
the Prophet beheld that this head continued longer, 
& held the government of the world more then all the 
fethers that had been, for from the riſing of the firſt fe- 

ther Julius Ceſar, to the end and exp'ration of wr or 
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Augaſtulus the laſt, were nor 5 60 years, whereas this 
head aoſe in the year 8oJ, and hath already continued 
ahove 700 and go.and yer ſtill concinueth,and ſhall, cill 
he that now is be taken away. 

veil. 33. And after this I ſaw, and behold, this middle 
head ſodenly vaniſhed as did the wings. 

In ghat the Prophet ſaw this middle head ſodenly va- 
niſh, as did the wings, he fignifieth that ic ſhall nor be

And the Spirit further calicth them by the name 
of Fgypt, for thar in blindacfſe and hardnefſe of 
Þ&arr.chey eveiy w.y match the preſumpruous and 
mdurate Egyprians, ftill purſuing and perſecncing 
the riurh. as Pharaoh did Irac', riil the God of Iſrael 
deltroy them by th= Spit of his mouth, as he did 
Pharazh and his hoaſt by water. 

And in further dereſtation of the cruell murcher 
and inmanitic of rhis Beaſt and his adherents, the 
holy Ghoit laycth the blood of the Prince of the

children, is called in holy Scriprore by way of Mera- 
phor, the white ſtone, and the wedding Garment. For 
25a Stoale or Garment covereth the ſhame and na- 
kednelle of our vile bodies: fo the mercy and love of 
God, inſured us in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, hideth the 
ſhame and nakednefie cf our finfull fou's.

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impietie, pride and prophanartion, the total! ſum and 
epitome ( as it were ) ofall the ſeaven Monarchies, 
uno whom ( from the beginning of rime. to rhe end 
thereof ) was given and granted the charter and 
commiſiion of blaſpheming God, and corrvpring his 
world ( as in the 13. Chaprer foilow ing is more par- 
ticularly diſcovered ) the Apoſtle adderh, Having ſe- 
ven heads, | 

And in regard his power did beat downe the po- 
wer of all Nations, and made ſpoile and purchaſe of 
all Kings and Kingdomes on earth, the Spirit faith, 
he had ten hornes : for the hornes fignifie Kings and 
Kingdomes, and the number of ten jnclude all , be 
they never ſo many, asall numbers are made of ten, 
and their redvplication, be they never (o infinite. 

And becauſe he came to advance his head fo high, 
by the pawer of his ſword, his Leaders and legions, 
the Spiric crowneth his heads with magnificence and 
diatems, ſaying, And en his heads ſeven diadems.

And hit taile drew the third part of the Starres of heaven, 
and caſt them to the earth. And the Dragon ftood before 
the woman which was ready to be delivered; that when 
ſhe had brought forth, he might devoure her Son. 


He head of this great red Dragon, was his Regal] 
firſt eſtate, governed by Romulus and fix other 
ſuccefſive King coats, which Seneca calleth his infancy 
or nonage, wherein he lived, ſwathed and nomiſhed 
in blood 244. years, as his owne Hiſt: ian reporterh. 
The body of this great red Dragon was his Confuls 
ſecond eftare, which Seneca callech his (ull age, part 
Ariſtocraricall, part Demecraricall, and was therefore 
ſiiled, Senatus populuſque Romanus : from whence part- 
ly by reaſon of his over-werght . and fulfome abun- 
dance, as one of his-owne noteth, Romnanis laxitas 
mundi & renan ainplitudo damno fuit 5 aud partly tor 
want 
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want of enemies abroad to wreak their proud and 
kingly humours on, he fe]! into th'inteſtine evill of 
civill wars at home, which did caſt him inco his wi» 
nority and wardſhip _ 

And this his laſt eſtate of regiment imperiall, the 
holy Ghoſt here callerh his tare, which confiſtech of a 
rout of Monarchs, ſeventie Keyſars long, who for that 
they ſo furiouſly perlec ured and havocked the blood 
of the chicfeſt Saincs and ſervants of God, the Spirit 
faith chat with his curſed tazle he drew the third part of 
the Starres of heaven, and caſt them to the earth. 

And not contented with the ſlaughter of his faireſt 
lights and ſtars of his Church, proceeded to deſolate 
the whole hoaſt of heaven, even all the ſeed of the 
Spouſe, nameq before the Churches child, and here 
her Son, meaning thoſe in whom, by the miniſtry of 
his fairelt ſtars ( his Servants the Apoſtles ) Chriſt 
was now formed, and of whom the Church was now 
ready to be delivered 3 for ſo much the Apoſtle un- 
foldeth in rheſe words, And the Dragon ſtood before the 
woman which was ready to be delivered, that when ſbee 


ſhould bring forth, he might devoure her ſon.

But (be brrught forth a man-child, who was to governe all 
Nations with an iron rod : «nd her Son was taken up to 
God, and to his Throne. 

Ur notwithſtanding all their fury , the Church 

brought forth her fiſt fruit, which for their faith, 
charity, Jabour an parience,the ſpirit nameth a Man- 
child : and becauſe they followed che Lord in the Re- 
generation, and overcame by keeping his words and 
works unto the end, they received the ſelfe-fame ho- 
nour, which co their Lord alone and in chief belong- 
eth, namely, that they ſhall jadge the Tribes of Iſrael, 
and have dominion over the Nations, and ſball rule them 
with a rod of iron, and break, their glory like a petters veſſel.

conſcience, and to rake up her lodging in the defart ; 
not chat her light waz utterly excinguiſhed , as her e- 
vemies reproach her: for althongh ſhe were diſper- 
ed, diſtretied, and cnfruccd io hide her exrraordina- 
:y and eminent graces 3 yer the beauty of her true 
1epentance and of her |vely laith, ſeconded with a 
charitable life and paticnr expeRarion of berter 
things ro come, ſt |] ſhined as a Candle in a darke 
place 3 and like a ſhip preſerved in a tempeſt, ſhe re- 
mained {fill the ſame 4 of whom the world was nor 
worthy ; never wanting the lov ng proteRion of her 
deartft Lord, who in all her troubles was mindfull of 
her, as of Elias his ſervant; or Ifrael his firtt-borne 3 
c:refull ro provide her. both of honourable harbour 
and princely diec. Her reſting place was reſtlelle, 
ltrewed and ſcattered far and neare over the face of 
the earth ; for ſuch a lodging <id heſt beſeeme her 
broken and reſtlefſe heart. wliich ſojourned in earth, 
hur dwelt in heaven , and did alſo beſt deſend her 
perſon from the furious inq -ifirions of her enemies. 
Neither was her Lord lefſe loving and provident 

x con- 
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concerning her food, for he preſerved for her diet the 
two witneſſes of his eterna'l Covenant, that from 
their breaſt ſhe mighr ſuck the pure and wh»'ſone 
milke of grace and life, that ſo ſhe might be hoth 
nobly harboured, and princely fed during the tcdi- 
ous and odious Reig"e of the great Whore the 
Church of Rome, wh > during her exile ſhould "ſurp 
her Chair, and under the vizard of her name ſhould 
periſecute her name and generation, 4 thouſand twy 
hundred and ſixty years, here ( as before ) myſtically 
deciphered under a thouſand two hundred and fixty dayes.

\ N1artthe ſame time that the Temple of God was 

opened in heaven, the Apoſtle allo foreſaw that 
great and bloody contention, then which ( fince the 
dayes of heaven ) was never waged greater 5 great 
in regard of the Armies, and great inrefp:&t of che 
cauſe, ; 

The Armies great, as well for the greatneſſe of the 
Generals, as for the valour and number of their 
Forces. 

The Genera!! on the o7e fide, was the power of 
Gol, ſciphered by Michael the Prince of the Cove- 
nint, who {food for the children and pevple of the 
Higheſt. The Generall on the other fide was the po- 
wer of Sata7, fizure1 by Ethnick, Rome, here ( as be- 
fore ) called th? Dragon. Sg 

. In cheir Forces are tro be conftJered the Leaders 

and the Souldieis. The Leaders and Capraines on 
che parc of Michiel were Divus Petrus, Diuvus Pau'us, 
Druus F>h1nnes, and the reſt of char divine and N»- 
ble order of Sainrs, And on the Dragons part were 
Leaders an4 Chiefrains, Divas Tiberius, Divas Caligula, 

| Divus 
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Divas Claudius, Divas Nero, and the reſt of that moſt 
filchy and execrable traine. 

So great was 'he multirude and number of Soul- 
diers, thac none of wha: degree, ſex, age, or condirh- 
on ſoever, bur muſt be preſt ſor the one fide or for 
the other 3 the valour ard vertue of che Sculdicrs 
exceeded all praiſe ; few ſubdued many, the weake 
overcame the ſtong, a handfull of Chriſtians a world 
of infidels. 

The cauſe was grear, and higher then the heavens 3 
whether God or Belal, Chriſt or Jupirer. Chriſtia- 
niſme or Paganiſme were more venerable for anti- 
quitie, majeſt ca'l for amplirude, more conſtant for 
continuance, and in all other reſpe&ts of wiſdome, 
honour and Majcſtie more worthy to be imbraced 
and adored of the fons of men 3 which was for life 
contended by the Dragen, his Angels and Afiedts, 
and was for Iife withſtood and diſapproved by Mi- 
chael and his Angels, and their followers. The iflue 
of this contention follcweth.

AS the battel was great, ſo was the v\Rory glorious: 
for rhough che Dragon with his ſapient Senates, 

his prophane Angels, and his uncleane abbertors, in» 
tended all their forces, moving ( as it is if proverb ) 
heaven and earth to make room for the abomination 
of Jupiter, and to keep under water the everhſting 
Loxd and Prince of the Covenant ; as among the 
many Monuments of time is ſrfficiently proved and 
maintained by Oroftus,and by him, co whom he wrore, 
in his book de Civitate Dei , yer the Spirit foreſeeing 
the Dragons ſolly , and how in vame he kickt a- 
gainſt the ſpur, in ſcorne of his preſumption faith, 
But

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But he prevatled not ; and concluding affirmeth, thy 
the polleſſion of Keaven ( fo long time uſurped þy 
inceſtuous murtherers, and execrable curtizans, ga: 
and goddeſſes of their owne forging ) muſt bee. 
figned now to the true Lord and owner of all, whg 
hath raken his place at the right: hand of the Father, 
and hath depoſed for ever from their ulurped titles 
of deitie, all gods and goddeſſes, phantaſmes made of 
worms, created and divified by th'inventions, relati- 
ons. conſecrations, and canoni7ations of the Dragon, 
his Taile and ſucceſſors, as the ſpirit diſcoverethin 
ſaying, Neither the place of them was found any more in 
Heaven,

And that great Dragon was throwne downe, the old $e;- 
pent, called the Devil and Satanas, which ſeduceth the 
' Whole world, and he was caſt into the earth, and his An- 
\ gels were throwne downe with him. 


ANd the great and prophane power of the Roman 
Monarchy, which had ſo long time oppreſled 
and cor: upred the earth, was now at length deteRted, 
and thereupon diffſeized of, an1 from her uſurped 
claim of heaven for ever, as the Spirit diſcovereth in 
ſaying, And that great Dragon was throwne downe. 

And for that the Devil did corporally dwell ( as 
it were )) in her, ſpreading the beams of his wicked- 
nefle at full, in all idolatry, impierie, and preſompti- 
on againſt God, and in all oppreſſion, injuſtice ard 

-Immanitcie towards man ; the Spirit crowneth her 
with the cognoments of her Sire, calling h-r, for her 
malice to the truth, a Serpent 3 for her crimination 
of the Saints, a devil; and for hoſtilicy ro God and 
his Szints, Satanas : ſpeaking therein, after the man- 
ver of the Lord himſelfe, who calleth his treacherous 
ſteward a Divel, though he were a man, becauſe the 
fullneſſe of Satan did dwell in him, filling his yy 
wit 
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withiſuch a perfe hatred of his innocent Lord, and 
lamentable love of his guilry penie, that he ſold Ca- 
naan for Egypr, heaven for hell, and God for filyer. 
And becauſe th* impietie of Governors, is not 
onely their owne decay by evil doing, bur allo by en- 
forcement and gvil example, the ruine of their peo- 
ple the Spirit layerl; the ſeduttion of the whole 
earth co the charge of the Dragon, for ruling it after 
the level and preſcription of Rome, ſaying, which 
ſeduceth the whole world ; and thereupon giveth juſt 
judgement and ſentence of death againſt him, name- 
ly, that as in his beginning he crept out of the earth, 
and by the ſcale of his wickednelle aſcended fo high, 
25 to preſume to thruſt his haughty head into heaven, 
and build his neſt above the ſtars; as did his anteceſ- 
ſors, Aſſur, Beltaſſar, Darius, Alexander, and the reſt of 
their CoOmMpeers : ſo by a like power of ſword and cru- 
el:y, he ſhall ſhortly returne to his friends againe, 
and be made even with the earth, from whence his 
ſtock and firſt eſtate was borrowed 3 and the power 
of his Ceſars, counſell of his Senators, ſophiſtry of his 
Sorcerers ( which\with ſuch indurate and obſtinare 
minds, ſtood for th* honour and worſhip of Devils ) 
ſhould be no longer able ro uphold the reverence of 
their Jupiter Capitolinus, who was now deteCted for a 
Rogue, and by the voices of Michaels Angels ( as by 
whips and paſports ) was ſent home againe to the 
place of his birth, namely the earth, from whence 
his mortall and vile genealogic was taken, and with 
with him alſo were Cefars undivified, and ( for all 
their Senatres proud rclations ) were made to take 
vp the grave for their latter end, and ſhame for their 
fame,. and wormes for their heritage, as the Spirit 
ſoretelleth, ſaying , And be was caſt downe unto the 
earth, and his Angels were throwne downe with him.

corner, of ſpoken in the ear, but ( as the Spirit 
reporreth ) ſo valouroully gotten, and fo audibly 
proclaimed , that a!l the world heard the repor: 

the: cof, wirnefſe the records of thoſe times, i 

which the holy Ghoſt pointerh jn theſe words, And! 

beard a loud wice in heaven, ſaying, and ſounding the 
victory of Chriſt and Chriſtianiſme againſt the Dra- 
.gon and his Angels, his ſorcerers, and their prophane 
and 1dolatrous paganiſme , in theſe devour and 
divine notes, Now 1s made ſalvati:n, and force, and the 
Kingdome of our God, and the power of his Chriſt ; and 
ve a reaſon of this ſo pious and rriumphant joy, 
aule the folly. and fury of the Dragon and his An- 
gels, which ſo continually accuſed the Saints and ſer- 
'vants of God, for peſtiient fellows,movers of ſedition, 
maintainers of ſes, pvlluters of the Temple, reach- 
ers of r.:2w Gods, enemies to Ceſar , word-ſowers, 
babblers, blaſp1emers, is now upon ſetting and go- 
ing downe for ever. Which death and downfall of 
their ſpiritua'l whoredome, rhe holy Ghoſt diiclofeth 
in ſaying , Becauſe the accuſer of our brethren is caſt fonth. 
And for the greater comfort of the Church, and 
judgement of her enemies, concludeth, that there is 

a perfe& Court-roul kept, as well of the ſutterings of 

the Saints, as of ti:e flanders of their foes, {o openly 

commirred in the face of the Court, and belore a 

judge of ſo'clear a fight and eterna!l memory, as that 

they ſhall never be diſcharged or forgotten,which the 
Spirir inferreth in ſaying, Who accuſed them before the 
fight of enr God day and night.

Jt of all;the holy Ghoſt diſcovereth the ſpiricu- 

all armour and weapons wherewith the Angels 
and ſervants of Michael obtained this famous viftory 
over the Dragon and His SeQaries, and faith, thar 
they were temperc<d oi cheſe two divine vertues, faith 
and patience. For by the ſhield of faith, which the 
Spirit ( by a meronymie ) calleth the blood of the 
Lamb, and with the ſword of his two witneſſes, and by 
the word of their teſtimony, they overthrew all forces 
and argumenrs drawne from reaſon or reading, which 
the Spirit obſerveth in theſe words, And they mwercame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, aged by the word of their teſti- 
mony 3 and all inch arguments as were drawne from 
the block, as fire, (word, perſecurion, interdiftion, 
and ſuch like, the Children of the Church quenched 
them with rears, prayers, patience and martyrdome, 
as their Lord had given them charge, and left them 
ex2mple 3 which the Spirit uncovereth in ſaying, 
And they lowed not their lives even unto the death.

AS #frer vidtery followerh diviſion of ſpoile, ſo the 
Spirit ſhuts up chis heavenly conqueſt with tri-

ſervants of God, which have from time to time majn- 
tained and defended th*honour of his Name againſt 
the Dragon, his ſorcerers and ſorceries. And be- 
cauſe by their good profeſſion and godly converſari- 
on they teftified the glory of God ( as doe the hea-

yens ) by their obedienc converſions , the Spirit 
crowneth them with the name of the heavens, ſaying, 
Therefore rejoyce O heavens, and you that dwell in them. 
And on the other part, pronounceth Wo, firſt to 
all Nations and Kingdomes acceſſary to theſe ſpiriry- 
all whoredomes of the Dragon, whom ( according 
to their earthly mind ) he moſt aptly reſembleth to 
the earth ; next, ro the Empire it ſclfe, as the ſcele- 
Turn caput and ſtable of iniquity, whom for his fear- 
full power and unbridled rage, the Spirit moſt ele- 
gantly calleth by the name of the Ocean, and the Seq : 
and concludeth his wo with a reaſon why, becauſe 
both in one and other, the power of Satan had taken 
ſuch deep root, that the more the light of the truth 
did bewray their madncfſe, the more they ſtrove and 
ſtormed againſt it 3 and ſo much the rather, becauſe 
their fin was now at the higheſt ; and that the 
Kingdome of Chriſt did gather fo faſt upon them,that 
of neceffity a mutation of their fortunes mult needs 
follow, with a ſubverſion not onely of their Paga- 
niſme, but alſo of their power Czfaricall ; which the 
Spirit cloſely foldeth up in theſe words, Knowing that 
be hath but a little time > which one Apoſtle alſo ob- 
ſerveth, 2 Theſſ. 2.

And when the Dragon ſaw that he was thrown to the earth, 


he perſecuted the woman that brought forth the man- 
child. 


Nd when the raging Romane Empire faw, that 
his maintenaiice of Fapiter, and his idol art of ma- 
king ſhrines, was 10 deſcend for ever ( as among ma- 
ny voices, ſome even to this day are heard to cry 
ver'geance upon his idol:, inforcing them with ſhame 
to refigne their uſurped titles of gods, and claime 
of heaven, 0 the true Lord and owner thereof ) 
he rooke the courſe ot the wicked, whoſe cuſtome is, 
as 


— . 
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( as one of their owne noteth ) Malina alia altam tru- 
dere, and to add fin ro fin ( asa holy one faith ) 'to 
quench his thirſt with drunkenneſle : for fo proceed- 
ed this Beaſt, adding to his blindneſſe boldnefle, re- 
deeming his blaſphemy, with rage and perſecution 
and was ſo far from comming to himſelfe, and raking 
up repentance to waſh away his crying fins, that 
( as the Spirit concludeth ) he more and more pur- 
ſued the Church, and perſecured the woman which 
brought forth her firſt horne and primitive fruir, here 
called, for their fairh, cheir patience, aud their godly 
valour, the man-ch1ld. 


VERS. 15. 

And there was given unto the woman two wings of the great 
Eagle, that ſhe might Flee into the deſart, unto her place, 
where (he was nouriſhed for a time, and times, and halfe 
a time, from ihe face of the ſerpent. 


Bur the Lord, who had ſo dearly bought his Shuna- 
mite, was no let'e careſull ro preſerve and carry 
her to the place of her reſt, with a ſtrong and out- 
ſtrerched prov-dence , even upon his own 2 wings, 
whoſe feathers were made of the truth of his pro- 
miſe, ſealed and delivered by the hand of his two 
witnelies. which the Bridegroome, of purpoſe lefe 
with the Sp-ovle, to accempany and guide her, when- 
ſoever ſhe removeth. Ii ſhe travel] by day they are 
her leading cloud ; if by night, they are her.pillar of 
fire: if ſhe flie, they lend her wings 5 if ſhe Wan=- 
der, they harbour her; if ſhe be naked, they cover 
her ; if in priſon, they viſir her + if c-prive, they 
redeem her ; if ſhe be weak, rhey ſuſtaine her ; if 
blind, they lead her 5 if ſhe be heavy, they comfort 
her 3 if fick, they recover her 4 if ſhe doubr, they re- 
folve her 3 if ſhe &rres they dire& her 3 if ſhe thirſt, 
they give her to drink ; and if ſhe hunger, they feed 
her, and make her fo ſtrong of conſiirution, that af- 
C 2 Aiftions 
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flitions are rejoycings to her, baniſhment a haven, 
diſperſion a friend, lofle and death advantage. And 
by theſe comforts ( as by hands) they convey her 
to her ſolitude and reſtletſe place of reſt, as the Sprit 
diſcovereth, ſaying, But there were given to the woman + 
two wings of the great Eagle, that ſhe might Flee into the 
deſart, unto ber reſting place, where, ever ſince her pri- 
mitive diſperſion, ſhe hath lived ſtrewed and ſcarte- 
red far and-neer, over the face of the earth, ſeen and 
knowne of her Lord, by whom ſhe js prote&ed, and 
of the Children of wiſdome, of whom ſhe is juſtified : 
and fo doth and muſt remaine hidden and retired into 
the privy Chambers of Gods providence, and her 
owne Conſcience, durirg the Reigne of Antichriſt, 
whoſe curſt and arrogant ſupremacie, was to riſe out 
of the aſhes of the Dragons Emperiority, as the holy 
Ghoſt prophecyed. 

And thus, hiding her eminent primitive graces, 
muſt cloſely and filently keep the Lords watch, and 
ſtand upon her honourable guard three propheticall 
years and a halfe, here ( as in Daniel) deter- 
mined by a time, and times, and halfe a time, 
from the reach and rage of the Serpent, his taile and 
ſucceſſors.

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And the Serpent caſt out of his mouth, after the woman, 
water, as it were a Flood, that he might make her tobe 
carried away with the Flood. 


A Nd when the Dragons train of Ceſars ( who, for 

their malice to the truth, and ſedvcing the Nati- 
Ong are here called by the name of the ancient ene- 
my and ſeducer of mankind, the Serpent ) ſaw, that 
they could no longer havock the Church of God, by 
reaſon of her cloſe fight and ſecret diſperfion, they 
deviſed to porſue her with their bloody edifts, and 
ſacrilegious conſtitutions, which they breathed _ 
ag aint! 
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28 ainſt her, in ſuch raging and furious manner, as the 
Spirit therefore reſembleth the violence of their bar- 
barous inquiſitions , and unprincely reſcripts unto 
the unmercifull rage and current of a flood, hoping, 
that as by their unplacable fury they had diſperſed 
and driven the Spoule to corners, ſo by the due exe- 
cution of their cruell promulgations, they might ur- 
terly conſume her generation, and blot out all let- 
ters of her honorable name 3 for to thar whire onely 
they aimed, as the Spiric concludeth, That he might 
make her to be carried away of the Flood.

And the Earth holp the Woman, and the Earth opened her 
mouth, and ſwallowed up the Flood, which the Dragon 
caſt oat of his mouth. 


Uc in reliefe of the Churches preſſures and perſecu- 

tio.is, her Lord gave charge unto his hand-maid 
the Exith, to comfort, help aud ſuccour her his 
Spouſe : and as Mb was charged to hide the chaſed 
Iſrac! of God, and not bewray him that was fled and 
eſcaped, bur to dwell with him, and to give him co- 
vert and proreRion fo u the face of the deſtroyer 3 
ſo here the Earth was commanded to reach forth her 
helping hand, and to raks in and harbour the Lords 
exiles, in the ſecret chambers of her deſarrs, moun- 
raines and caves, thac ſo ſhe might either attord her 
cloſe and quiet ſafeguard, or in witneſle of her faich, 
aud proofe of her parience, receive the blood which 
her curſed brethren ſpilt, which courtelie and ren- 
der favour, the Spiric remembrerh ro the perpetuall 
praiſe of the benef1ors of the Spoule, ſaying, But 
the earth hlp the wam 1n, and opened h2r mouth, and ſwal- 
lowed wp the Fload which the Dragon caft ont of b1s mouth.

And the Dragon was wreoth againſt the Woman, and went 
to make battell with the remnant of her ſeed; which k2epe 
the Commandements of God, and have the teſtimony of 
| Feſus Chriſt. 
17 Nd notwithſtanding the Dragon by his taile of 
1'F' Ceſars , had thus maſſicred and diſperſed the 
''Y Church, yet was he not ſo ſatisfied, but for very rage 
'l fell into a melancholy mood, for canſe he could not 
| quite conſume and root her honour out, as the Spirit 
| diſcloſcth, ſaying, And the Dragon was wroth againſt the 
| wornan. 
- | + And foraſmuch as the Churches beauty did moſt 
| ſhine in the Eaſt, Syria, Greece, Aſia, where ſhe was 
| borne and bred, the Dragon thought ir his beſt (in 
| policie, which evermore with him was held for chiet- 
| | eſt Keligion ) ro itch and ſer forward his den, and 


| hold'his Court further Eaſt 3 which purpoſe of his, 

| as cloſe as ir was, the holy Ghoſt diſcovereth, in ſay- 

| ing, And he went , and noteih the true end where- 
fore he went, not ſo much to barricade and ftop the 

float and incurfion of the barbacous enemie, as he 

( forſooth ) pretended, as to purſue and conſume the 

| diſperſed remainder of the Spouſe, as the ſpirit unfol- 

S 1 deth, ſaying, to make battell with the remnant of her ſeed, 
| who for that they were juſt of the making and growrh 

| of the Churches firſt and pri vitive fruit, holding the 

| myſtery of faith in a good Conſcience, as the firlt- 
b-rne did 3 the Spirit ſerteth them forth in rhe ſame 
{ lively coloors, ſaying. which keepe the Command:ments 


of God, and have the teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt,

kept Court almoſt a thouſand years, and went and 
pirched his Throne anew in a haven Towne, berween 
Pontus Euxinus, and Propontis in the Eaſt of Thracia, 
anciently called Byzance, and there creed the new 
City of Rome, and called it after his owne name, 
Conſtantinople, the City of Conſtantine : which tranſlati- 
on of his reſidence and chair of eſtate, one of his 
owne alſo noteth.

And I ſaw a Beaſt aſcending from the Sea, having ſeven 
heads and ten hornes, and upon his harnes ten Dialems, 
and upon his heads names of blaſphemy.

FERYIND prelently upo2 the remove ani 
£1! trarflation of the Empire, the Apoſtle 
elpied thar wicked one, Antichriſt, nan 
| of fin, in laying, And Iſaw3 who in re- 

21. farg of the tyrannous power and bloody 
= por "52 unbridled juriſdiction, that ſhould be given 
him, he ishere rermed ( as m holy Scriptures ocher 
Monarchs are ) a Beajt, that is to ſay, a kind of Go- 
vernmeart, Kiagdome, don:inion or power, exerciſed 
and aGied by a ſucceilion of ryrannous, bloody and 
deaſtly men. 

And albeit his perfettion in evill ſtood yer aloof, 
and was very far oft, young and render, as lying in 
ſwirhing clours 3 yerthe Apoſtle deſcryeth him, as 
it were through a chink, in ſaying, comming up. For 
airer the traoſlarion of the Empire, and that now 
Ethnick Rome began to play the Chriſtian,he was well 
ig! 1a hundred years clolcly conging a 

cfore 
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before he could advance his curſed head and claim of 
ſuper-eminency. Concerning which ambitious puffe 
of vaine priority, fo fair and evident mention 1s made 
in the monuments of rime, that the incredible bold- 


nefſe of the adverſary is no lefſe marvellous then his . 


incurable blindnefſe, thit hath ſo long time ſtumbled 
at this ſtone, and fo ofren ſpurred us. by way of vaunt- 
ing to ſhew them ( if we dare or can) when this a- 
poltafie of Antichriſt rooke her 1iſe and firſt com- 
mencement': which daring vaunt of theirs, the koly 
Ghoſt cripping over as a thing which is or ovghrt ro 
be knowne unto us, namely, that the horne of Anti» 
chriſt and his apoſtaſie did then firſt ſprouc our, when 
kj: Church firſt obrained art the Dragons hand, prio- 
ity of place, ſuftrage and cenſure over all. For as the 
Tree puls vp the creeping Ivie, fo the primacie of the 
Church of Rome pulled up thaſpiring ſupremacie 
of the Biſhop thereof 3 which Church preheminence 
and prelation ( after long tuffling and ſhouldring ) 
was firſt ob:aiaed at the hands of Honorius ( tho af- 
terwards wpon greater concertation and daggers 
drawing, it was by other Cefars and Kings confirmed, 
renewed and ampliated ) who by th'advantage of 
the weaknelle and death of his elder brother Arcades, 
having obcained power and proteQorsſhip Eaſt and 
Weſt, ſubje&ed the Charch of the Eaſt Empire 
( which moſt withſtood the Weſt and Romane ſupre- 
macie ) with all other Churches whatſoever, to the 
Church and Sea of Rome, at the inſtanr ſuit and im- 
porrunity of the now Biſhop of Rome, whoſe name 
was then Innscent the fiſt, in the firſt year of his crea- 
tion, and in the yeare of Redemption 406. 

Bur the holy Ghoſt ( 1 ſay ) paſſing over rhe pun- 
Guall and exat moment of time, when the Egge of 
Antichriſt andhis apoſtacie was firſt Jaid, as other- 
where ſufficic.. 'y preſerved unto us, proceedeth to 
deteR the place Where and from whence he —_ 

arte 
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ariſe, ſaying, that he ſaw him lifr up his hardie head 
from the ſea, meaning by the ſea, as in the fixceenth of 
this Prophecie, the lurging, tumbling and raging Sea 
and City of Rome, where alſo by a like loquurion he 
callerh all Kingdomes fubje&cd to her, by the name 
of Rivers. And that this Beaſt ſhould thence ariſe, 
and there ( and not ellewhere ) keep Court and re- 
ſidence, the Spirit proveth by an argument drawne 
from the ſhape and proportion of the Beaſt, for he 
had the ſeven heads and ten hornes of the Dragon, 
meaning that he ſhould fic upon the Dragons hills, 
and reigne in and over the Dragons City, and aray 
himſelfe with the ſpoils of che world, and hold in ſub- 
zcRion the Kings and Stares on carth, as the Dragon 
did ; for ſo much the Spirit intendeth in ſaying, þa- 
ving ſeven heads and ten hornes. And leaſt the unwary 
Reader ſhould miſtake this great Antichriſt for that 
great Dragon, gr this Beaſts ſupremacie and his peſti- 
Jenc ſacceſlion for that Beaſts ſuper-eminencie and 
his execrable taile ( as many unwarily have doae ) 
the holy Ghoſt, in emblazoning his coat, giveth him 
a m»>ſt exquiſire dift-rence; in ſaying that he wore his 
digdems, not upon his heads, as the Dragoa did, bur 
upon his hornes ; ſignifying thereby, thar he ſhould 
not come to his Crown and vain-glory by the ſtrength 
of his ſword, his leaders and his legions, as the Dra- 
gon did, bur by the baſe and voluntary ſubmiſſion of 
alt ſuch Culars, Kingz and Princes, as ſhould with one 
counlell and force, deliver up their authority and po- 
wer ſecular to the devorion and pleaſyre of the Beaſt; 
aud therefore the Spirit erowneth not his heads, but 
his harones, ſaying, and upon his hornes ten diadems. And 
concluding ſhewerth ( even by his head-attire ) how 
far unlike this Dragons High Prieſt of Rome was and 
ſhould be co the Lords High-Prieſft of Jeruſalem, who 
( in ſtead of having his head-attire emblemiſhed with 
balineſſe to the Lard, as had his ſeryanc Azwn ) _ 
ME CR a ave 
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have his head-peece beflubbered with names of blaf- 
phemy, and upon his heads names of blaſphemy, whereof 
proofe is made in the ſixth verſe tollowing. 


VERS. 2. 
And the Beaſt which I ſaw was like to a Leopard, and his 
feet as a Beare, and his mouth as the mouth of a Lion, 
and the Dragon gave him his owne force, and his throne, 


and great power. 


AN foralmuch as the Apoſtle fore-ſaw that this 
Beaſt ſhould be a far grearer aJverſarv, 2nd a far 
longer perſecutor of the Church of God, {ha any of 
the Mcnarchies which did ari'e afore him 3 he ſhaped 
him an ourfide anſwerable to his inward niaking. fra- 
ming his parts of the moſt nocable perſecurers thar e- 
ver were 3 as concluding him for hjs extraordinary 
wickedneſle the odd fe!low, the totall ſum and very ac- 
comp!iſhmentr of all other. 

And firſt for his preſumprion, in extolling himſelfe 
ahove the Prince of the Covenant, defouliung his ſan- 
Quary, deſolaring his ſacrifice, burning his ſtatutes, 
and inforcing the humble and meek to the abnegari- 
ou of the truth, by blood, fire. ft appadoes, and ſuch 
like exquiſire rorments 3 the Spirit reſembleth him 
to his arch-type Antiochus deſcended from the Mo- 
narch of Greece, here ( as in Damel ) deciphered by 
a Leopard, And [ ſaw the Beaſt like a Leopard. 

Secondly, in pride of life, in pomp and luxury, the 
Spirit equalleth him with the Monarch of Perſia, and 
I'keneth his arrogant and voluptnous gate to her ren 
Kings, here (as in Danel ) deciphered by a Beare, 
And his feet as of a Beare. 

Thirdly, the holy Ghoſt aſcribeth unto him the 
proud , prophane and curſed mouth of the Monarch 
of Babylon, in commanding the dwellers on earth (up- 
on paine of fire and furrace ) to adore his golden I- 
Cal, which he kad dedicated with cornets, ſackbuts, 


plalteries, 
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pſalteries, dulcimers ; which alſo the Spirit covereth 
( as Danie! dorh ) under the mask of a Lion, And his 
mouth as the mouth of a Lion, 

Aud laſt of all, leſt haply he ſhould be lea he- 
holding unto his Bella Nympha, his deareſt Lady and 
miſtris of * ome. the holy Ghoſt ſaich. that the love 
of his Patronefle the Dragon, was equall to the love 
of a fa her towards his ſon ; for ſhe made-him heir ap- 
parent, an Lord of her Empire, ſubjeRing all things 
to the feet of his cenſure, and confirming unto him 
her throne and Palace of Lateran, with all the deme(- 
nes and glory of Latium,as one of his own alſo norerh 
Latiumque relinquit 
Chriſto , @Romuleam ſeptem cum collibus urbem.

VERS. 3. 

And I ſaw one of his heads as it were ſlaine to death, but 
the wound of his death was cured, 41d all the earth was 
in admiration after the Beaſt. 


N4 preſently afrer this great Antichriſt was riſen, 
the Apoltle foreſaw ſuch a wound given :© one of 
his heads, that the Beaſt was in eminent dan;er to be 
ſtrickeu downe againe, and tlaine in the very egge 
for ſo much the Spirit noteth in ſaying, And [ ſaw one 
of his hea1s as it were ſlain? to death. For the betrer 0- 
o-y of which wound, we muſt not _ remem- 
er the Beaſt hach ſevea heads, but we mult alſo ſtep 
a liccle forward, aad ciave the afiliſtance oi rhe leven- 
reench Chapcer coacerning the inrerpreration of the 
ſeven head, which ſaith, thar the ſeven heads are ſeven 
hil!s, and they are a'ſo ſeven Kings 3 diſcovering the true 
ſeat and fi:uarioa of the Ciry of Rome, where Anti- 
chriſt ſhould keep his Court and reſidence, by che 
ſeven hills. | 
And by the ſeven Kings the ſevea Moaarchies » 
which fro;n che b2ginaiag of the world to chis ay, 
have (ucceTizcly riica and reigned oyer the earch, 0 
which 
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which ſeven, the Aſfyrian Monarchie was the firſt,and 
the Roman the fixth, of both which and their pue- 
fellows, is further revealed in the 17. Chapter fol- 
lowing. Meane time we are here to obſerve, that as 
the holy Ghoſt doth therefore call his ſeven heads b 
the name of ſeven hils, becauſe the ſcar of Antichriſt 
ſhould be there, and nor elſewhere placed and plan- 
ted ; ſohe nameth them alſo ſeven Kings, becauſe the 
power of Antichriſt ſhould be an extraordinary ſove- 
raignty, componnded of luch ſpirituall 2nd rempo- 
rall claims and jurifdi&ions, as ſhonld be equivalent 
in preſumption and prophanation, to all che cranſ- 
greflions of the ſeven Monarchies, which from the 
beginning hitherunto, have blaſphemed God, and 
corrupted his world. 

This foundation laid, doth ſhew, that this deadly 
woun4 given to one of his heads, which ( as afrer ap- 
peareth ) was the wound of a (word,cannot be meant 
of any one of his heads after the firſt fignification, a5 
they are hills, bur as they are Kings, aud ſubjedt to 
the ſword : and fo by conſequence intendeth, that 
one of his imperiall heads, and namely his faire Ado- 
nis, his minion, Lord ard Maſter of Rome, of whom 
he had fo lately received his breath and being, was 
lo deadly wounded, as that the Beaſt himſelfe, there- 
by was in great danger of extinftion. Thus having 
found rhe head, let us look unto the wound, that fo 
we may the better diſcerne the great danger the 
Beaſt was in, delivered in theſe wexds, as it were ſlaine 
to death. This deadly wound was given and driven 
home to the head by the fword and incurſion of the 
Weſt Gothes, under the leading of Alarices, who in 
the nineteenth year of Ceſar Honsrius ( of whom the 
Beaſt ſome foure yeares before had received his life ) 
entred Iraly, and gave ſuch a deadly ſtroke unto his 

owerfull pate, that for very feare, the beaſt lockr 
imfelfe up in his den at Ravenna, while the eaemy 
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ceffions of the Emperours fiſter Placidid, whoſe beau- 
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ript up the ſtreers of his imperiall City, filling then 
with famine, fire and ſword ; which night of woe, or 
rather beginning of her wofull night, made an ancj- 
ent friend of hers, who in her yourh did Jove her o- 
ver-well,to bewaile and bind up her deadly wounded 
head, with an old Ballade,aicer the tune of the burn- 
ing of Troy. 

Nuis cladem illius noftis, quis funera fando 

Explicet aut poſſir lachrymis equare labores ? 

Urbs antiqua ruit multos dominata per annos. 

And having thus mortally wounded the head of 
the Beaſt ( in the yeare of ſalvation £10. and 1157, 
years after Romulus had raiſed her walls with his bro- 
thers blood ) proceeded to ſeize upon the reſt of 
his dignircies, havocking arid burning his chiefeſt ho- 
nours, Latium, Campania, Apulia, Lucania, Calabria, 
where raging and deviſing how to extermine the po- 
wer of the Empire for ever, and to ſpread his glory 
over all, was by ſudden death blotted our, leaving his 
purpoſe and his Army Royal to his wives brother A- 
taulphus, who in like raging haſt and fury returned to 
Rome, with an obſtinate intenr and reſolution to ob- 
lirerate the ancient name of Rome for ever, and to 
call her '( in honour of his people ) Gothria, or after 
his owne name Ataulpha ; which counſell and pur: 
poſe of his, had it beene efte&ed, Sir Antichriſt with 
all his primacics and ſupremacies had bid us good 
nighr long ago; and all his gainfull enterludes of 
Fides veſtra, and Ne deficiat fides tua, and Paſce oves, 
and Tibi dabo claves, and Quorum remiſeritis, with all 
his peftilent painted traine of ſucceſſion, had 
been daſhr in repeating, before ever they had come 
on ſtage. Bur ro the end this recovery might be the 
Plague fore of the earth, his deadly wound was hea- 
led, as the Spirit ſairh, But the wound of his death was 
cared. For by the pleaſing prayers and ſubtile inter- 
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ty and body was eſpouſed to Ataulphws,for ſuch a time 
his fury was averted, and his defigne diſſolved, and 
himſclfe nor onely content at her amorous mediation 
ro graut the City of Rome pardon for her name, but 
alſo ro Jeave her eclipſed and dying honour, with all 
her Iraly, ro her ſtopified Honorrus, who for feare was 
crepi into his earth at Ravenna; and taking his 
Spouſe Placidia with ſuch. dower as hirnſclſe liſted, 
departed Iraly, and pitched his Tabernacle in France.

of iniquity to be pure and undeffled chriſtianity, and that 
the abomination of deſolation, foreſpoken by Daniel the 

her, is the only true, ancient, Catholique and 
Apitolique religion ; teaching them that periſh by con- 
ſenting unto lies, that they ovghrt ro worſhip God as 
the Gentiles did warſhip Jupiter 3 perfwading chem 
that as the Gentiles had their Are, ſo Chriſtians muſt 
haye their Altars 3 and as the heathen had = 
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bloody Sacrifices, ſo Chriſtians muſt have their anbloog 
ſacrifices, and offer bread and wine to God,as the hey- 
chen did to Ceres and Bacchus 3 and as the Pagans had 
their Pontifex maximus, ſo Chriſtians mult- have their 
Pope 3 and as Erhvicks had their Sacerdotes, ſo muſt 
Chriſtians have their Prieſts ; and as the Gentiles hag 
their Gods and Goddeſſes, ſo muſt Chriſtians have their 
he ſaints and fhe ſaints ; and as the Dragon had hi 
Pantheon, ſo Antichriſt muſt have his All-ſaints ; and 
as theheathen had their idolls, ſo Chriſtians muſt have 
their images 3 and as the Pagans did confecrate their 
Temples to dolls, ſo Chriſtians muſt dedicate their 
Churches to Seints 3 and as the Ethnicks had-thex 
ſupplications, ſo Chriſtians muſt have their proceſſins; 
and as the Gentiles had their Luſtratons,ſo Chriſtians 
muſt have their holy water 3 and as the Dragon ig 
his Church-ſervice bad his Ceret, fo Antichriſt in his 
Church-ſervice muſt have Candles ; and as the Dra- 
gon had his Acerre or Tharibles, ſo Antichriſt muſt 
have his Cenſors ; and as th: Dragon had his Novendis 
all ſacrifices, ſo muſt Antichriſt have his Maſſes of Re 
gutem ; and as the Dragon had his Hecatombes, ſo An- 
tichriſt muſt have his Trentals ; and as the Dragon had 
his Colledges Sodalium and Arvalium fratrum, fo muſt 
Antichriſt have his Cloiſters of Monks and Friers ;/ and 
as the Dragon kad his Veſtals, ſo Ancichriſt muſt have 
his Nunns and Sanfimonials ; and as the Dragon did 
celebrate the birth dayes of his Ceſars, fo Antichriſt 
muſt ſolemnize the nativity of his Saints ; . and as the 
Dragon had his Annals, fo muſt Autichriſt have his 
Legends ;and as the Dragon had his ſeculeria SpeHacul, 
lo Antichriſt muſt have his Fubilees 3 and as the Dra- 
gon had his Bacchanals, ſo Antichriſt muſt have 
his Carnivals ; and as the Dragon had his Lupanaries, 
ſo muſt Antichriſt have his Srewes 3 and as the Dra- 
gon had his inchanters, ſo Antichriſt muſt have his 
Exorciſts ; and as the Dragon had his Aſyla, fo Anti- 


- chriſt muſt haye his Sanfuaries 3 and as ne _— 
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had his Exequies and Parentals , fo Antichriſt muſt 
have his Diriges and his de profundis 3 and as the Dra» 
n had his comitia centwriata, ſo Antichriſt muſt have 
bi Councels acumenicall , and as the Beaſt had his 
comitia curiata, ſo Antichriſt muſt have his Councells 
Provinciall ; and as the Dragon did divifie his Caſars, 
ſo muſt Antichriſt Canonize his Satnts 3, and as the 
Dragon enafted civil lawes, fo Antichriſt muſt eng 
carion lawes 3 and as the Dragon had his imperiall Re- 
ſeripts, fo Antichriſt muſt have his Decretal Epiſtles ; 
and as the Dragon had his Tr1bunitiall interceſſions, ſo 
Antichriſt muſt have his uncontrollable interdifions ; 
and as the Dragon had and uſed his Proſcriptions, ſo 
Antichriſt muſt have and uſe his excommunications , 
and as that Beaft commanded his heathen to pleaſe 
their goddefſe Tuno with Cane vota libens, ſo this Beaſt 
commanded Chriſtians to pleaſe their God with 
wwesz and as the Dragon had his Triceps Hecate, ſo 
Antichriſt muſt have his Triple Tiara, to fignifie his 
triple precended juriſdiftion ; and as the Dragon 
had his Hexaphoron, ſo muſt Antichriſt be carried up 
«nd downe , briefly, as the Dragons Prieſts did reach 
the heathen co worſhip Iupiter as God, ſo Antichriſts 
Clergy muſt teach their Chriftians to worſhip God as 
Iapiter ; and look what forme of religion, what manner 
of life the Dragon led, the ſame mult Antichriſt in his 
perſon parallel and maintaine. | 
And to the end we may undoubtedly diſcern what 
and of whoſe image the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, rhe Spiric 
remembrech now the third rime his recured wound, 
which here,ſpeaking more plainly our, he calleth the

® thoſe inchanters and apoſtares of Antichriſt, rhat 
they infuſed ſuch a quickning ſpirit, ſuch a life, gi 
ving animation into the Erthnick dead and deſolate i- 
mage of the Dragons religion, by guilding it.ovei 
with the revercnd, divine and honorable names of 
God omniporent, Chriſt Jeſus the righteous, his holy | 
Spirir, his precious blood, his ſacred word, his blek 
ſed Sacraments, &c. that they cafily perſwaded the 
blear-eyed world to think and belceves that the exe- 
crable forme and image of FJupiters abomination, 
commanded by the Dragoa and his Czlars, was the 
very true worſhip and ſervice of God, commanded by 
the Lamb and his ſervants ; an4 that the piRure of 
Tupiter Olympius, which their Lord Epiphanes had ſet 
up and placed in Sanfum Sanftorum, was the ver 
Ark, and propitiatory of God, ſet up and cretted by 
Moſes his ſervant 3 and. their abominable myſtical 
Maſſie, the Sacrificcof an agg ys: Meſſias,. made of 
bread of their owne baking ( which the Parriarks, 
Prophers and Apoſtles never heard nor dreamed of) 
is a Sacrifice not Euchariſticall, bur propitiarory,and

ons, then in rhe wearing of their bracelecs, andia-, 
billements, delivering ic jn manner of ſpeegh,uluall 
with holy Scripture, when it intenderh ro.expreſle an

word, at a word we fay they zre deceived and erre, 
nor knowing the power and conſtruftion of the 
Scriprure. : 

For fi-ſt, by the word name, delivered in the for- 
mer verſe, in thele words, Or the number of his name, 
is meant the very cx:ſtence and perſon of the man of 
fin, by a propriety of ſpeech common ro holy Scrip. 
tures, as Aﬀs I. 15. Apoc. 3. 4. & I, 13, where 
( by an Hebraiſme ) names fignifie men, and are con- 
verted wich the partics and perlons rhemſclves, az 
the name of God 1n holy Scripture is often raken for 
God hiniſclfe : and therefore as in the former verſe, 
the Scripture ca'leth it the number of hts name, ſo in 
this veric, he callech ic the number sf a man, under- 
ſtanding by,a man ( as is aforeſaid ) the totall ſum of 
that ſucceſſion of beaſtly men, which make and con- 
ftirvte the exiſtence and perſcnof one Antichiiſt: 
and by the word number, is meant the farall end and 
finall derermination of their reigne and government: 
for ſo the finger of God ſpeaketh to Belſhaxzar , Go 
hath numbred hy Kingdome, that is, God hath enged 
and finiſhed the dayes of thy Kingdome : fo that the 
frumber of his name, or the number of the man, is nothing 
elſe but the period and finall determination of che u- 
ſurped tyranny aud domination of Antichriſt ; which

to 406. by rule of true audire muſt needs verifie this 
admirable judgement, which che Spirit of God hath 
here denounced and determined to make good vu 
him in the yeare which ſhall be 1666. In which ac- 
count and difcovery of his end,rhe holy Ghoſt of pur-
